European  War  News. 


Import  and  Export  Notices. 

United  Kingdom. — A  number  of  alterations  havo  been 
made  in  the  prohibited  lists  for  the  purpose  of  reclassifica- 
tion. In  the  following  the  parenthesised  letters  show_  the 
class:  Chemicals,  etc.,  the  following:  (a)  Potassium  bicar- 
bonate and  mixtures  containing  potassium  bicarbonate ; 
(c)  sera,  except  anti-tetanus  serum ;  (c)  sodium  se^quicar- 
bonate ;  (a)  castor  oil  and  articles  and  mixtures  containing 
castor  oil.  (a)  Tobacco,  unmanufactured  ;  (c)  tobacco,  manu- 
factured ;  (a)  wax,  carnauba. 

Creosote  Controlled. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  issued  an  Order,  dated 
July  13,  by  which  creosote,  green  oil,  sharp  oil,  and  any 
oil  produced  from  or  containing  an  admixture  of  oil  pro- 
duced from  the  distillation  of  coal-tar,  or  any  of  them, 
can  be  dealt  in  without  a.  licence  issued  under  hie  authority, 
application  for  which  should  be  made  to  the  Director- 
General  of  Munitions  Supply,  Whitehall  Place,  London, 
S.W.  1,  and  marked  "  Creosote  licence."  Henceforth  no 
creosote,  whether  as  a  so1  vent  or  otherwise,  can  be  used 
for  waterproofing,  the  treatment  of  timber,  or  preservation 
of  any  road  or  path  in  the  United  Kingdom  except  under 
licence.  The  Minister  also  requires  that  all  users  or  con- 
sumers of  creosote  oil,  green  oil,  sharp  oil,  anthracene  oil, 
or  other  oils  with  a  specific  gravity  of  1.000  or  more,  dis- 
tilled from  coal-tar.  and  a'l  oils  with  a  specific  Gravity  of 
0.950  or  more  distilled  from  other  tars,  shall  within  four- 
teen days  of  the  date  of  the  Order  furnish  to  the  Con- 
troller of  Mineral  Oil  Production,  M.P.S.3,  8  Northumber- 
land Avenue,  London,  W.C.  2,  the  following  particulars : 
(1)  The  source  or  sources  from  which  their  present  supply 
is  obtained.  (2)  The  quantities  of  such  oils  used  or  con- 
sumed by  them  from  January  1.  1917,  to  June  30,  1917. 
(3)  The  quantities  of  such  oils  which  it  is  anticipated  will 
be  used  or  consumed  by  them  from  July  T.  1917,  to  Decem- 
ber 31,  1917.  (4)  Full  details  of  the  'purposes  for  which 
such  oils  have  been  or  are  intended  to  be  used  or  employed. 

Personalia. 

The  Military  Cross  for  conspicuous  gallantry  in  action 
has  been  awarded  to  Second-Lieutenant  A.  Dundee,  Royal 
Irish  Rifles.  He  is  a  brother 
of  Mr.  James  Dundee,  Ph.C., 
Malone  Pharmacy,  95  Uni- 
versity Road,  Belfast,  the 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  North 
Irish  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion. Before  the  war  he  was 
in  business  with  his  brother 
in  the  pharmacy.  He  is  the 
second  local  chemist  to  win 
this  decoration  since  the  New 
Year,  the  other  being  Second- 
Lieutenant  H.  F.  Addy 
(C.  <fc  D.,  May  19.  p. .34). 

Private  P.  Howard,  St. 
John's  Ambulance  Brigade 
Hospital,  B.E.F.,  who  is  in 
civil  life  one  of  the  dis- 
pensers at  the  Brownlow 
Hill  (Liverpool)  Poor-law- 
Institution,  writes  to  &  Liver- 
pool    pharmacist  describing 

two  short  periods  of  initial  work  at  Blackpool  and  Salisbury 
Plain.  He  adds  :  "I  was  just  settling  down  at  Tid  worth 
when  I  was  sent  off  at  less  than  twenty-four  hours'  notice  to 
my  present  hospital,  '  somewhere  in  France,'  my  only  posses- 
sions in  a  pack  on  my  back.  I  am  working  very  comfort- 
ably at  the  dispensary  here.  There  are  three  of  us  dis- 
pensers and  a  quartermaster-sergeant.  The  work  is  very 
similar  to  what  I  am  accustomed  to,  but  with,  of  course,  a 
greater  proportion  of  dressings.  We  get  the  wounded  in 
here  straight  from  the  field  dressing-stations  by  train,  and 
they  have  to  be  dealt  with  at  once.  There  are  quite  a  dozen 
hospitals  in  the  district,  and  this  seems  to  me  to  be  one  of 
the  best.'  The  buildings  are  wooden  huts,  the  wards  being 
connected  by  covered  gangways,  with  the  administrative 
building  in  the  central  space.  The  staff  quarters  are  also 
wooden  huts,  quite  separate  from  the  hospital.  We  have 
two  huts  to  sleep  in  and  another  for  dining.  They  are  very 
comfortable  considering  their  temporary  nature,  and  the 
food  is  nothing  to  grumble  at." 

Lieutenant  G.  S.  M.  Colbeck-Welch,  Royal  Engineers, 
has  been  awarded  the  Military  Cross.  He  had  previously 
been  mentioned  in  despatches  by  Sir  Douglas  Haig.  He 
is  a  director  of  the  Heckmondwike  Chemical  Co.

The  Legion  of  Honour  (Croix  d'Officier)  has  been 
awarded  to  Major  Horace  R.  Haslett,  Royal  Irish  Rifles, 
in  recognition  of  services  rendered  during  the  war.  Major 
Haslett  is  a  son  of  the  late  Sir  James  Haslett,  M.P.,  and 
ex-President  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of 
Ireland,  and  is  a  director  of  J.  &  J.  Haslett,  Ltd.,  whole- 
sale druggists,  North  Street,  Belfast.  Major  Haslett  has 
been  twice  wounded,  once  dangerously,  and  is  at  present 
recovering  from  wounds  received  last  month. 

Captain  George  Arthur  McMillan,  Scottish  Rifles, 
attached  South  Stafford  Regiment,  has  been  wounded  in 
the  thigh,  and  is  in  hosoital  in  France.  Captain  McMillan 
is  the  son  of  Mr.  James  M.  McMillan,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Ayr.  He  joined  the  Ayrshire  Yeomanry  in  1912,  and  was 
mobilised  at  the  beginning  of  the  war.  He  obtained  his 
commission  in  the  Scottish  Rifles  in  August  1915,  and  was 
attached  to  the  South  Stafford  Regiment  in  July  of  last 
year,  and  was  promoted  captain  this  spring.

Miscellaneous . 

The  Pharmacie  Centrale,  Hankow,  China,  has  been  added 
to  the  list  of  firms  to  whom  articles  exported  to  China  may 
be  consigned. 

Contraband  of  War.— The  "  London  Gazette  "  (July  3) 
contained  a  Proclamation  consolidating,  with  additions  and 
amendments,  the  lists  of  articles  to  be  treated  as  contra- 
band of  war. 

Enemy  Firms  in  China. — The  Awards  Dispensary  and  the 
Talow  Dispensary,  Shanghai,  have  been  removed  from  the 
list  of  persons  and  bodies  of  persons  to  whom  articles  to 
be  exported  to  China  may  be  consigned. 

Handllng  Bombs. — The  use  of  a  weak  alkaline  solution 
(one  teaspoonful  of  sodium  bicarbonate  in  a  quart  of  water) 
is  recommended  for  removing  from  the  skin  the  deleterious 
substances  left  on  the  skin  by  contact  with  enemy  air-bombs, 
such  as  have  been  employed  in  the  recent  air-raids  on 
London. 

Soldiers]  Pensions. — It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  that  a  number  of  pensioners  are 
appealing  to  the  charitable' on  the  ground  of  insufficient 
means.  The  Local  War  Pensions  Committee,  whose  address 
is  obtainable  from  the  nearest  post-office,  have  ample  power 
for  dealing  with  all  deserving  cases  of  this  nature  from 
public  funds,  and  such  applicants  should  be  referred  to  the 
Pensions  Committee  of  the  district. 

France's  Day. — A  special  appeal  for  funds  was  made  by 
the  London  Committee  of  the  French  Red  Cross  on  Satur- 
day, July  14,  and  an  excellent  response  is  expected.  In  a 
preliminary  list  were  the  following  contributions :

Paper-supplies— New  regulations  have  been  issued  con- 
cerning the  distribution  of  paper,  providing  for  the  issue, 
of  priority  certificates,  particu'ars  in  regard  to  which  are 
given  in  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  "  of  July  12.  The 
gist  of  these  regulations  is  that  all  Government  and  other 
work  in  the  national  interest  takes  precedence  over  that 
of  private  individuals  and  firms,  and  priority  certificates 
will  be  issued  in  order  to  secure  supplies.  These  certifi- 
cates do  not  increase  the  quantity  of  paper  or  paper-making 
materials  which  an  importer,  maker,  dealer,  or  consumer 
may  obtain,  but  they  only  determine  the  order  in  which, 
in  relation  to  the  supplies  of  other  persons,  particular 
contracts  or  orders  shall  be  executed. 

Rhubarb-leaves.— Dr.  Harrington  Sainsbury,  writing  to 
the  "  Lancet,"  does  not  think  that  poisoning  in  a  recent 
case  of  death  after  eating  cooked  rhubarb-leaves  was  due 
to  the  soluble  oxalate,  the  quantity  being  so  small.  Rhu- 
barb-leaves are  used  as  a  vegetable  in  Dr.  Sainsbury's 
household,  and  are  found  to  have  a  laxative  action,  which 
is  a  virtue  rather  than  a  vice.

The  Practice  of  Dentistry. 

The  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  Council  has  appointed 
a  Departmental  Committee  to  investigate  the  extent  and 
gravity  of  the  evils  connected  with  the  practice  of  dentistry 
and.  dental  surgery  by  persons  not  qualified  under  the 
Dentists  Act,  and  to  consider'and  report  upon  : 

1.  The  causes  of  the  present  inadequate  supply  of  qualified 
dentists  and  dental  surgeons. 

2.  The  expediency  of  legislation  prohibiting  in  the  United 
Kingdom  the  practice  of  dentistry  and  dental  surgery  by  unquali- 
fied persons ;  and,  in  the  event  of  such  legislation  being  deemed 
expedient,  the  conditions  under  which  certain  classes  of  unquali- 
fied persons  at  present  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry 
might  be  permitted  to  continue  in  practice,  by  the  institution  of 
a  special  roll  for  the  purpose. 

3.  The  practicability,  without  impairing  the  existing 
guarantees  for  the  efficient  practice  of  dentistry,  of  (a)  modi- 
fying the  course  of  study  and  examination  prescribed  for  dental 
qualifications;  (6)  reducing  the  time  occupied;  (c)  diminishing 
the  cost  of  training  dental  stuidents. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  is  Mr.  Francis  Acland, 
M.P.,  and  the  members  are:  Lord  Knutsf  ord ;  Sir  Almeric 
FitzRoy,  Clerk  of  the  Council;  Sir  Arthur  Newsholme, 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Government  Board ;  Sir 
George  Newman,  M.D.,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board 
of  Education;  Mr.  Charles  Sirsmore  Tomes,  F.R.S. ;  Mr. 
William  Henry  Dolamore,  M.R.C.S. ;  and  Mr.  George  P. 
Blizard.  Mr.  F.  H.  O.  Jerram,  staff  clerk  in  the  Local 
Government  Board,  will  act  as  Secretary. 

Birmingham. 

The  sale  of  Brompton  cough-lozenges  and  suchlike  is 
being  held  up  by  reason  of  the  supplies  of  sugar  being 
erratic  and  small. 

Packets  of  lavender-flowers  are  being  asked  for  by  philan- 
thropical  people,  who  send  them  to  soldiers  for  the  purpose 
of  warding  off  vermin. 

Owing  to  the  state  of  the  finances  of  the  Worcester 
Infirmary,  the  Committee  have  decided  to  close  more  wards. 
The  deficit  is  nearly  5,0OM. 

There  is  an  enormous  demand  for  girls  leaving  school  in 
this  city.  Among  those  needing  them  are  Alfred  Bird  & 
Co.,  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  and  the  inevitable 
munition-works. 

The  name  of  Miss  Doris  M.  H.  Alcock,  daughter  of  Mr. 
F.  H.  Alcock,  Ph.C,  appears  in  the  list  of  successful  candi- 
dates at  the  Cambridge  University  Higher  Local  examina- 
tion held  recently,  gaining  Honours  in  Class  III. 

Professor  J.  T.  J.  Morrison,  F.R.C.S.,  who  has  been 
appointed  successor  to  Professor  Saundby  as  representa- 
tive cf  the  Faculty  of  Medieine  on  the  Council  of  the 
University,  is  the  well-known  Birmingham  police  surgeon. 

Captain  Chavasse,  V.C.,  belongs  to  a  well-known  Sutton 
Coldfield  family.  His  father  (Bishop  of  Liverpool)  and  Sir 
Thomas  Chavasse,  the  eminent  Birmingham  surgeon,  are 
sons  of  Dr.  Chavasse,  who  was  a  well-known  medical  man 
of  the  Royal  borough. 

-Ladies  are  herb-hunting  on  cycles  in  the  district.  They 
have  a  list  of  medicinal  plants  supplied  to  them  by  a  well- 
known  pharmacist,  and,  with  a  knowledge  of  botany,  have 
met  with  some  success.  The  chief  difficulty  has  been  to 
find  a  market  for  relatively  small  quantities  of  the  plants 
which  are  secured. 

Liverpool. 

Sir  Edward  Evans  is  back  at  the  Hanover  Street  office 
daily. 

Several  window  accidents  owing  to  heat  are  noted.  In 
one  pharmacy,  on  the  opening  of  an  airtight  case,  an 
exhibition  vacuum  tube  exploded. 

Business  continues,  on  the  whole,  to  brighten.  The  re- 
strictions of  the  use  of  spirits  are  hampering  the  supply 
of  perfumes,  some  brands  being  obtainable  in  small  quan- 
tities only.    Prices  inevitably  are  rising. 

Mr.  S.  Hardy  (St.  George's  Pharmacy,  St.  John's  Lane) 
states  that  the  earlier  closing  has  curtailed  his  business  in 
theatrical  requisites,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  a  new  trade 
has  sprung  up  with  munition-workers.  Many  girls,  owing 
to  their  increased  earnings,  buy  a  shilling  article  in  place 
of  formerly  a  penny  one. 

A  correspondent  signing  himself  "A  Pharmacist"  has 
challenged  a  statement  by  the  London  Letter  writer  of  the 
*'  Liverpool  Post,"  to  the  effect  that  the  continued  and 


prevalent  use  of  saccharin  is  injurious.  From  another 
pharmacist  comes  a  note  that  saccharin  has  been  officially 
declared  to  act  injuriously  on  the  kidneys  and  eyes. 

Mr.  D.  H.  Evans  (Lodge  Lane),  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  invited  members  of  the 
Association  to  attend,  or  be  represented  at,  a  general 
conference  of  retailers  on  early  closing,  to  be  held  at  tho 
Adelphi  Hotel  on  July  19.  'The  movement  for  earlier 
closing,  together  with  a  prolonged  August  Bank  holiday, 
is  spreading  in  the  suburbs. 

"  Vevax  "  shaving-soap  has  received  a  novel  testimonial. 
A  customer,  who  lately  tried  the  soap  as  a  war  economy 
(the  local  prices  for  shaving  having  been  advanced  33£  per 
cent,  and  hair-cutting  50  per  cent.)  on  the  .advice  of  a  central 
area,  pharmacist,  called  this  week  and  mentioned  that  his 
wife  found  the  odour  of  the  bathroom  very  pleasant  owing 
to  "  Vevax,"  and  desired  a  toilet-soap  with  a  correspond- 
ing scent  for  her  personal  use. 

Striking  testimony  to  the  wisdom  of  adopting  reasonable 
hours  in  a  suburban  business  is  borne  by  a  local  pharma- 
cist. "  When  I  opened  here  twenty-five  years  ago,"  he 
says,  "  I  had  four  near  competitors,  all  of  whom  opened, 
as  did  my  predecessor,  until  10.30  p.m.  each  week-day  and 
for  four  and  a  half  hours  on  Sundays — namely,  12.30  to 
1  p.m.  and  6  to  10  p.m.  _  I  began  with  9  p.m.  on  week- 
days -and  no  Sunday  opening,  to  which  I  adhered  until  still 
earlier  closing  became  the  rule.  To-day  I  have  no  near 
competitor."

Barratt  Colour-prints. — The  collection  of  colour-prints 
formed  by  the  late  Mr.  T.  J.  Barratt,  of  A.  &  F.  Pears, 
Ltd.,  is  to  be  sold  by  auction  within  the  next  few  weeks. 
The  series  includes  many  beautiful  and  rare  prints. 

Captain  Schlagintweit,  the  notorious  former  German 
Consul  in  Manchester,  who  was  also  connected  with  a 
well-known  firm  of  chemical-brokers  in  that  city,  is  re- 
ported to  have  been'  killed  in  action  during  one  of  the 
recent  severe  engagements  around  Verdun. 

Gas-supply. — The  Fuel  Research  Board  is  conducting  an 
investigation  as  to  the  most  suitable  composition  and 
quality  of  gas  and  the  minimum  pressure  at  which  it 
should  be  generally  supplied,  having  regard  to  the  de- 
sirability of  economy  in  the  use  of  coal,  the  adequate 
recovery  of  by-products,  and  the  purposes  for  which  coal 
is  now  used. 

Pharmacists'  Volunteer  Corps.— The  orders  for  the  week 
include  parade  at  the  Imperial  College  Union,  Prince  Con- 
sort Road,  South  Kensington,  W.,  at  10  a.m.,  on  July  22. 
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Members  going  to  camp  will  meet  at  Liverpool  Street 
Station  for  the  9.10  a.m.  train.  On  July  24,  at  8.30  p.m., 
there  will  be  classes  for  officers  .and  N.C.O.s,  and  on 
July  25  and  26  drill  at  3  p.m. 

Poison-licences.— Henry  S.  Tett  &Co.,  Ltd.,  ironmongers, 
Faversham  have  applied  to  the  Kent  County  Council  for 
a  poison-licence  for  Mr.  E.  C.  Sharpe,  employe,  at  61  and 
62  High  Street,  Sittingboume  —  Chorley  Town  Council  has 
granted  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  weed-killer  and  sheep-dip 
to  Mr.  Geo.  Cooper. — Berwick-on-Tweed  Town  Council  has 
renewed  similar  licences  to  Messrs.  Anderson,  of  Hide  Hill, 
and  Mr.  J.  T.  Robson,  of  Bridge  Street. 

Alleged  Theft  of  Beecham's  Pills.— James  Henry 
Everitt  was  remanded  at  the  Thames  Police  Court  on 
July  16  on  a  charge  of  stealing  nine  dozen  boxes  of 
Beecham's  pills,  valued  at  51.,  which  he  had  offered  to 
Noble's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  at  a  suspiciously  low  price,  and 
this  eventually  led  to  his  arrest.  Everitt  offered  the  pills 
at  8s.  per  dozen  for  the  15cZ.  boxes,  and  the  5s.  ones  at 
2s.  9d. 

Poisonings. — The  oases  reported  since  last  week  include 
the  following :  At  Sheffield,  Willes  Deakin,  a  director  of 
James  Deakin  &  Sons,  poisoned  himself  with  potassium 
cyanide.— At  St.  Marychurch,  Cecil  J.  Various  was  found 
to  have  poisoned  himself  by  morphine,  the  jury  returning 
a  verdict  of  "  Death  by  misadventure." — A  Sunningdale 
girl  named  Lansbury  poisoned  herself  with  a  fumigating 
liquid. 

Wholesale  Druggists'  Employes.— Negotiations  between 
the  National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop-assistants  and 
two  London  firms  of  wholesale  druggists  have  reached  a 
further  stage.  The  offers  made  by  the  firms  in  response  to 
a  request  for  a  20-rjer-osnt.  increase  in  war  bonus  having 
been  rejected  by  the  staff,  the  matter  has  been  submitted  to 
Sir  Geo.  Askwith,  Chief  Industrial  Commissioner. 

Eably  Closing  at  Plymouth. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Corporation,  the  Town  Clerk  reported  that  notice 
of  intention  to  make  a  closing  order  for  the  shops  of 
chemists  and  drug-sellers  had  been  given  as  ordered,  and 
that  the  prescribed  period  within  which  objections  were  to 
be  made  had  expired.  The  Town  Clerk  added  that  no 
objections  or  suggestions  had  been  received  by  him  in  pur- 
suance of  the  notice,  and  the  Corporation  thereupon  decided 
to  take  a  poll  of  the  persons  interested. 

Inquest. — At  the  Hammersmith  Coroner's  Court,  an 
inquiry  was  hold  last  week  into  the  death  of  Mrs.  Barnes, 
wife  of  Dr.  Geo.  Barnes.  She  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
taking  phenalgin  powders  for  headache.  Mr.  Shortland, 
who  is  Dr.  Barnes's,  dispenser,  stated  that  he  had  made  up 
the  powders  on  Dr.  Barnes's  instructions,  but  deceased  had 
also  had  them  dispensed  at  Blackpool.  The  medical  man 
who  was  called  in  when  Mrs.  Barnes  was  found  in  an 
unconscious  state  said  that  the  phenalgin  had  nothing  to 
do  with  her  death.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death 
from  natural  causes." 

Dispenses  Wanted.— The  Local  Government  Board  have 
written  to  the  Bermondsey  Board  of  Guardians  with  refer- 
ence to  their  request  that  they  would  sanction  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  dispenser  at  their  infirmary,  stating  that  they 
suggest  that  the  Guardians  should  endeavour  to  make  tem- 
porary arrangements  for  the  period  of  the  war,  and  that 
they  should  consider  whether  arrangements  could  be  made 
by  which  Mr.  S.  E.  Goggin,  dispenser  at  the  Shad  Thames 
Dispensary,  would  temporarily  carry  out  all  the  dispensing 
for  the  Union.  The  Guardians  felt  that  it  was  impossible 
for  one  dispenser  to  do  this,  and  have  decided  to  again 
urge  the  Local  Government  Board  to  grant  their  request. 

Salfoed  Drugs.— In  his  report  to  the  Health  Committee 
of  Salford,  Mr.  G.  D.  Elsdon,  B.Sc,  the  borough  analyst, 
states  that  during  the  year  1916  fifty-two  samples  of  drugs 
were  examinod  and  thirteen  were  returned  as  adulterated. 
This,  he  adds,  must  bo  looked  upon  as  serious,  as  all  the 
adulterated  samples  were  obtained  from  shops  owned  by 
qualified  pharmacists ;  the  public  expects,  and  it  would 
seem  to  be  reasonable,  that  the  goods  supplied  by  qualified 
men  shall  be  of  superior  quality  and  absolutely  above  sus- 
picion. It  is  true  that  some  of  the  samples  (e.g.,  lime- 
water  and  fluid  magnesia)  are  liable  to  deterioration  if 
carelessly  stored,  but  these  facts  ought  to  be  known  to  the 
qualified  men,  who  should  take  steps  to  see  that  such 
drugs  are  carefully  handled.  It  is  in  the  handling  of  6uch 
substances  that  the  art  of  the  pharmacist  should  be  evident, 
and  it  can  only  be  inferred  that  great  carelessness  has 
been  shown.  Reference  is  made  to  fourteen  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions sampled  in  connection  with  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee. Of  these  six  were  unsatisfactory.  It  is  added  that 
further  work  in  this  direction  is  contemplated,  as  it  is 
obviously  necessary  to  keep  the  standard  of  drugs  supplied 
to  insured  persons  as  high  as  possible. 


Irish  News. 


Brevities. 

An  Order  in  Council  (No.  692),  dated  June  29,  has  been 
made  which  replaces  the  Regulations  made  on  January  26, 
1917  under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
1908,  dealing  with  the  sale  of  agricultural  poisons.  This 
is  a  formal  matter  regulated  by  the  Rules  Publication  Act, 
1893;  technically  the  Regulations  made  in  January  have 
been  provisional. 

Dr.  J.  S.  Ashe,  Ph.C,  Merrion  Square,  Dublin,  has  been 
elected  a  member  of  the  Central  Council  of  the  Dublin 
Citizens'  Association. 

Sir  Wm.  Whitla,  L.P.S'.L,  M.D.,  has  been  chosen  as  one 
of  the  nominees  of  the  Crown  to  the  Irish  Home  Rule  Con- 
vention, which  will  meet  on  July  25. 

The  Newcastle  West,  co.  Limerick,  Board  of  Guardians 
have  decided,  to  give  Mr.  M.  Dore,  Ph.C,  dispenser  to  the 
Board,  an  increase  of  251.  per  annum  in  his  salary. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  on  July  14  in  the  temporary 
structure  which  has  replaced  the  premises  of  Hoyte  &  Son 
in  Saekville  Street,  Dublin.    The  damage  was  slight. 

During  the  recent  Sinn  Fein  riots  at  Cork  the  windows 
of  the  following  drug-establishments  were  smashed :  Cork 
Chemical  and  Drug  Co.  ;  P.  J.  Fielding,  Ph.C,  Patrick 
Street;  and  J.  A.  Burke,  Ph.C,  Grand  Parade. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Gray,  R.D.,  has  taken  over  the  premises  for- 
merly occupied  by  Mr.  Thos.  Sheircliffe,  41  Ogle  Street, 
Armagh.  Mr.  Gray  served' his  apprenticeship  with  Mr. 
Wm.  Haslett,  Belfast,  and  has  been  with  Mr.  D.  M. 
Watson,  Dublin,  for  the  past  nine  years. 

The  Public  Health  (Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Disease) 
(Ireland)  Bill,  which  is  before  the  House  of  Commons, 
gives  power  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland 
to  declare  County  Councils  as  one  of  the  authorities  to 
execute  and  enforce  regulations  for  combating  epidemic 
diseases. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Moffatt,  Ph.C,  has  taken  over  the  premises 
lately  occupied  by  Mr.  Wm.  Haslett,  Ballynafeigh,  Belfast, 
and  intends  carrying  on  there  a  first-class  pharmacy.  Mr. 
Moffatt  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  S.  Smyth,  Bel- 
fast, "and  was  subsequently,  with  Grattan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and 
Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd.,  Dublin. 

The  dinner  closing-hour  scheme  is  now  largely  in  opera- 
tion with  wholesale  houses  in  Belfast  and  in  many  of  the 
retail  drug-establishments.  Wm.  Dobbin  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
wholesale  druggists,  North  Street,  Belfast,  have  intimated 
that  they  will  begin  the  practice  on  July  16  of  closing 
for  dinner  from  1.15  to  2.30  p.m.,  except  on  Saturdays. 

A  lecture  on  chemistry  in  industry  was  delivered  at  the 
Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin,  on  July  10,  by  Professor 
Gilbert  T.  Morgan,  F.R.S.  The  lecture  was  illustrated 
by  specimens  of  cement,  glass,  and  phosphatic  manures 
manufactured  from  Irish  materials.  The  production  of 
synthetic  dyes  was  demonstrated  by  an  exhibition  of  colour- 
ing-matters made  by  Levinstein,  Ltd.,  Manchester. 

The  L.G.B.  called  the  attention  of  the  Sligo  Guardians 
to  the  fact  that  they  had  not  been  furnished  with  the 
analyst's  certificate  in  respect  of  a  consignment  of  drugs 
received  in  January  last. '  The  Clerk  said  samples  had  been 
sent  to  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  but  they  had  not  received 
his  analysis.  It  was  decided  to  make  inquiry  at  the  post- 
office,  and  to  submit  second  samples  of  the  medicines  con- 
cerned. 

A  new  Irish  industry  has  been  started  at  Athy  in  the 
shape  of  a  factory  for  the  utilisation  of  scutch-roots,  which 
are  graded,  washed  by  machinery,  and  shipped  to  America 
-for  use  in  medicine.  It  takes  ten  tons  of  good  quality 
scutch  to  givo  one  ton  of  the  prepared  produce.  Prior  to 
the  war  scutch  was  obtained  from  Austria.  [Scutch  is  a 
name  applied  in  Ireland  and  some  parts  of  England  to 
Aqropyron  repens. — Ed.] 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Cork  Corporation  a  deputation 
was  received  from  the  Cork  branch  of  the  Irish  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  requesting  that  the  early  closing  of 
chemists'  shops  might  be  brought  before  the  Council  again. 
The  Law  and  Finance  Committee  recommended  by  five 
votes  to  three  that  the  original  decision — viz.,  "  That  it 
is  not  expedient  to  make  a  closing  order  " — be  adhered 
to.  Mr.  Maurice  O'Connor,  solicitor,  pleaded  the  cause 
of  the  assistants.  It  was  stated  that  twenty-one  out  of 
twenty-two  chemists'  shops  in  Cork  are  in  favour  of  an 
early-closing  order.  After  a  discussion  the  matter  was 
referred  back  for  reconsideration  to  the  Committee.

Early  Closing. 

An  Order  (No.  398/ S.  47)  has  been  made,  under  the 
Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations,  which  deals  with  the 
early  closing  of  shops  in  Scotland.  The  hours  are  the  same 
as  under  the  English  Order — 8  p.m.,  except  Saturday,  when 
it  is  9  P.m. — and  there  is  the  same  saving  clause  that  the 
Order  shall  not  prevent  the  sale  after  the  closing  hour  of 
"  medicine  or  medical  or  surgical  appliances,"  so  long  as 
the  shop  is  kept  open  and  lighted  only  for  such  times  as 
is  necessary  for  serving  the  customer.  The  Order  is  in 
force  until  September  30,  and  applies  throughout  Scotland. 

Chemist's  Shop  in  Cycle  Parade. 

In  a  fancy-dress  cycle  parade  held  at  Leslie,  Fife,  in  aid 
of  Red  Cross  funds,  a  special  prize  for  originality  was  gained 

by  Miss  Agnes 
Morgan,  who  adop- 
ted an  original 
dress  suggested  by 
Mrs.  Spence,  St. 
Michaels,  wife  of 
Mr.  Alex.  Spence, 
chemist.  The  dress 
consisted  of  four 
bath-towels  decora- 
ted with  bath- 
accessories.  On  the 
shoulders  were  loo- 
iahs,  around  the 
neck  a  necklace 
consisting  of  minia- 
ture soap  tablets 
with  an  aluminium 
soap-case  in  front, 
at  the  waist  hung 
a  celluloid  sponge- 
basket  with  sponge 
therein,  and  around 
base  of  dress  were 

bath-gloves  and  bath-sponges.  On  the  head  was  a  bandeau 
•of  Pears'  soap  and  Vinolia  soap  wrappers,  and  Miss 
Morgan  carried  in  her  hand  a  large  bath-brush,  and  wore 
bath-sandals.  The  cycle  had  on  the  handle-bars  two  bath- 
towels,  and  was  otherwise  prettily  done  up  with  soap  show- 
eards.  The  entire  get-up  was  much  admired  and  I  com- 
mented on. 

Brevities. 

Aberdeen  and  Hamilton  are  said  to  be  the  two  places  in 
Scotland  where  sugar  is  most  plentiful  at  present. 

The  Local  Government  Board  (Scotland)  has  issued 
notices  to  all  local  authorities  requesting  their  co-operation 
in  the  administration  of  the  Venereal  Disease  Act,  1917. 

There  is  .a  general  movement  among  Scottish  chemists  to 
increase  dispensing-charges.  The  new  prices  will  be  25  per 
cent,  to  33^  per  cent,  above  pre-war  prices,  according  to 
the  district.  Cash  payments  are  in  many  cases  to  be  made 
a  little  lower  than  credit  sales. 

Mr.  Peter  Harrower,  East  India  merchant,  Leabank, 
Cardross,  who  died  in  1913,  left  real  and  personal  estate, 
according  to  the  corrected  inventory,  amounting  to  87,316£. 
Mr.  Harrower  was  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  owned  a 
pharmacy  in  the  Cowcaddens  district. 

Edinburgh. 

Edinburgh  and  the  smaller  places  on  the  coast  have  been 
full  of  visitors  this  week,  and  business  in  consequence  has 
greatly  increased.  In  the  small  town  of  Musselburgh  it 
was  reckoned  that  6,000  holiday-makers — mostly  from  the 
West — had  arrived. 

Toilet-preparations,  especially  face-creams,  have  never 
sold  better  than  at  present.  A  good-going  plea  it  used 
to  be  with  the  lawyers ;  but  a  popular  beautifying  agent, 
if  judiciously  and  skilfully  advertised,  seems  the  modern 
layer  of  the  golden  eggs. 

Pulv.  sacchar.  alb.  is  unobtainable  locally,  and  as  a 
result  sacch.  anisi  is  being  sold  cautiously  by  retailers. 
Infants'  powders,  too,  are  being  prepared  with  less  sugar, 
and  the  occasional  custom  of  sweetening  seidlitz  powders 
is  not  now  so  enthusiastically  followed. 

An_  inspector  of  police — carrying  a  warrant — has  been 
examining  chemists'  registers  of  the  sales  of  cocaine  and 
opium.  It  was  done  quite  tactfully  and  kindly,  trifling 
omissions,  such  as  a  doctor's  initials  being  entered  instead 
of  his  name  in  full,  being  pointed  out;  but  it  seems  evident 
that  the  authorities  desire  to  see  the  regulations  carried 
•out  to  the  letter  in  future.  It  is  stated  that  the  inspection 
will  take  place  every  two  or  three  weeks. 


South  African  News. 

(From  "C.  &  D.''  Correspondents.) 
"  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  "  is  supplied  weekly  to  members  of 
all  the  Chemists'  Societies  in  South  Africa. 

Personal. — Mr.  B.  Walsh,  youngest  son  of  Mr.  A.  Walsh, 
governing  director  of  Lennon,  Ltd.,  was  a  passenger  on 
board  the  Japanese  vessel  which  was  recently  torpedoed 
off  the  English  coast.  Fortunately  he  was  one  of  the  sur- 
vivors landed  at  Plymouth. 

Epsom  Salt  and  sulphate  of  soda  are  being  manufactured 
by  a  Johannesburg  firm,  and  are  having  a.  large  sale. 
Both  the  salts  are  a  good  white  coloux-,  but  the  Epsom  is 
not  of  the  needle-crystals  variety  so  much  appreciated  by 
chemists.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  if  the  firm  will 
be  able  to  compete  with  the  imported  articles  after  the  war. 

Stocks  in  Cape  Town  are  becoming  more  and  more  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  (writes  our  Cape  correspondent);  and  prices 
are  advancing  daily.  A  mail  arrived  on  June  6,  and  all 
goods  that  came  with  it  have  to  bear  a  5-per-cent.  in- 
crease, in  addition  to  the  higher  freights  and  war-risk 
insurance  of  10  per  cent.  Scott's  emulsion  and  Wright's 
coal-tar  soap  are  at  present  unobtainable  in  a  wholesale 
way  at  Cape  Town,  and  many  other  popular  lines  can  only 
be  purchased  in  retail  lots. 

"Cutting"  in  Cape  Town. — Pharmacists  in  Cape_  Town 
and  suburbs  are  in  the  throes  of  a  cut-rate  war  in  pro- 
prietary articles,  which  are  being  advertised  largely  _  in 
the  "  Cape  Times,"  in  many  cases  below  cost,  including 
Pears'  soap  at  5d.  (cost  5s.  bd.),  Piver's  powder  at  3.s.  Zd. 
(cost  42s.  per  dozen),  Beecham's  at  Is.  Id.,  Colgate's  cream 
at  lid.  per  tube  (cost  lis.  bd.),  Johnson's  Red  Cross  powder 
at  l^d.  per  tin  (cost  8s.  9<Z.  per  dozen),  and  so  on.  The 
Cape  Toilet  Requisites  Co.,  Adderley  Street,  started 
the  campaign  bv  advertising  a  few  chemists'  lines  at  a 
low  figure,  but  even  then  there  was  a  margin  of  profit.  An 
Adderley  Street  pharmacist  immediately  _  became  scared, 
and  next  day  had  a  huge  advertisement  in  the  "  Times  " 
with  a  ereat  number  of  "  cut  "  lines,  some  of  which  are 
enumerated  above.  A  number  of  suburban  chemists  then 
followed  suit,  and  the  senseless  game  goes  merrily  on,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  stocks  are  greatly  depleted  and  cannot 
be  easily  replaced.   

India  and  the  East. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 

Ceylon  Spirit-duty—  The  import-duty  on  spirits  in  Ceylon 
is  to  be  raised  from  Rs.  9.37  to  Rs.  11.45  per  proof  gal.— the 
same  as  the  Indian  rate.  • 

The  Red  Caoss.^-An  Ordinance  has  recently  been  pub- 
lished restricting  the  use  of  the  Red  Cross  to  societies  con- 
cerned with  the  medical  treatment  of  soldiers. 

Ceylon  Department  of  Agriculture.— The  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  begun  to  issue  special  leaflets  dealing  with 
problems  which  require  attacking.  No.  1  is  on  the  manurial 
value  of  coconut  poonac.  No.  2  deals  with  the  black-rot 
disease  of  tea,  and  No.  3  with  the  fluted  scale  insect.  The 
Department  has  also  issued  a  list  of  the  plants  and  seeds 
of  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Peradeniya,  which  are  sup- 
plied at  nominal  prices.  - 

British  Dyes  for  India.— On  April  27  the  Government  of 
Bengal  informed  the  Committee  of  the  Bengal  Chamber 
of  Commerce  that  synthetic  dyes  are  now  being  manu- 
factured on  a  not  inconsiderable  scale  in  the  United  King- 
dom, and  that  it  may  be  therefore  possible  to.  relieve  to 
some  extent  the  difficulties  which  are  being  experienced  m 
the  matter  of  obtaining  supplies.  The  Committee  are  to 
furnish  the  Bengal  Government  with  an  estimate  of  the 
quantitv  of  each  dye  required  yearly. 

Mysore  Sandalwood.— In  the  courss  of  an  article  on  the 
Indian  sandalwocd-industry  in  "Capital"  of  April  27  it  is 
stated  that  in  European  commerce  there  are  generally  three 
well-marked  classes— (1)  the  East  Indian  sandalwood,  (Z) 
sandalwood  of  the  Pacific  group,  (3)  Australian  sandalwood; 
of  these  the  East  Indian  sandal  ranks  superior  in  all  respects 
—in  the  quality  of  the  wood,  its  fragrance,  and  yield  of 
essential  oil.  Both  the  Japanese  and  West  Indian  sandals 
are  but  little  recognised  in  commerce,  and  their  origin  is 
involved  in  great  obscurity. 

The  Rontgen  Rays  were  studied  first  as  one  means 
whereby  we  might  hope  to  learn  something  of  the  nature 
of  electricity.  They  are  now  the  surgeon's  trusted  guide, 
telling  him  'how  to  direct  his  knife  and  restore  his  patient 
to  health  and  strength.—, Sir  Bicharcl  Glazelrook. 
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Legal  Reports. 


Carbolic-acid  Plant.— In  the  King's  Bench  Division, 
Dublin,  Last  week,  before,  the  "Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  the  case 
of  O'Connor  and  others  v.  Blair,  Campbell  &  McLean,  Ltd., 
a  consent  settling  the  action  was  made  a  rule  of  Court. 
The  plaintiffs  were  Mr.  Roderic  P.  O'Connor,  civil  engi- 
neer, Mr.  Thomas  Dillon,  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry, 
and  the  Larkfield  Chemical  Co.,  Kimmage  Road,  Dublin, 
and  the  defendants  were  manufacturers  of  chemical  plant 
at  Woodville  Street,  Govan,  Glasgow.  The  action  was 
brought  to  recover  damages  for  alleged  breach  of  contract 
in  connection  with  the  supply  of  carbolic-acid  refining 
plant  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  12,  p.  37).  The  consent  provided 
that  all  further  proceedings  should  be  stayed  on  the  terms 
that  the  defendants  should  pay  to  the  plaintiffs  their  costs 
■  when  taxed  and  ascertained,  not  exceeding  1602. ;  that  the 
defendants  should,'  within  ten  days  from  the  making  of 
the  oonsent  a  rule  of  Court,  pay  to  the  plaintiff  company 
1,0002.,  this  sum- to  be  accepted  by  all  the  plaintiffs  in  full 
satisfaction  of  all  claims  by  them;  that  the  sum  of  1602. 
lodged  in  court  by  the  plaintiffs  on  the  counterclaim 
should  be  paid  to  them;  and  that  the  defendants  should 
be  entitled  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  making 
the  consent  a  rule  of  Court  to  remove  at  their  own  risk 
and  expense  all  plant  and  machinery  supplied  by  them  to 
the  plaintiffs. 

Milk  -  drying'  Patents.— In  the  Chancery  Division  on 
July  16,.  Mr.  Justice  Astbury  gave  his  reserved  judgment 
in  the  action  J.  R.  Hatmaker  v.  Joseph  Nathan  &  Co., 
which  involved  a  question  of  alleged  infringement  of  the 
plaintiff's  patents  for  drying  milk  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  14, 
p.  36).  Mr.  Justice  Astbury  said  that  the  patents  of  which 
infringements  were  alleged  had  expired  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  actions.  He  was  told  that  the  plaintiff 
had  paid  over  20,0002.  for  the  rights  of  the  invention  in  all 
countries  outside  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada.  The  defendants 
had  been  interested'  in  patents  for  this  invention,  and  had 
promoted  two  companies  to  purchase  certain  of  them.  It 
appeared  that  the  defendants  had  a  factory  at  Breuil-en- 
Auge,  and  the  food  called  "  Glaxo  "  was  one  of  the 
infringements  complained  of.  After  the  plaintiff's  invention 
was  first  published  it  created  great  interest  among  people 
interested  in  the  production  of  dried-milk  products,  and 
it  was  not  contradicted  that  a  new  and  useful  industry' grew 
up  in  consequence.  The  serious  issue  in  the  matter  turned 
on  the  question  of  validity,  and  particularly  as  to  the 
points  of  whether  the  specifications  were  ambiguous,  mis- 
leading, and  without  sufficient  directions.  The  defendants 
had  not  satisfied  him  that  the  invention  was  anticipated. 
On  the  question  of  the  specification  being  misleading,  an  in- 
vention had  to  be  useful  for  the  purposes  indicated,  and  one 
had  to  look  (he  thought)  at  the  specification  as  a  whole, 
and  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  on  this  aspect  of  the 
case  that  the  patent  prior  to  expiry  was  invalid,  and  the 
action  must  be  dismissed,  with  costs.  His  Lordship  added 
m  a  subsequent  discussion  as  to  costs  that  he  gave  a  certifi- 
cate with  regard  to  the  objection  that  the  specification  was 
misleading  and  ambiguous,  and  also  as  to  the  objection  of 
insufficiency  of  directions. 

•  X°sur*nce  Preserlblnff—An  action  has  been  brought 
™-?uuC°?/i  °f^?Sslon'  Edinburgh,  by  Dr.  Alexander 
Mitchell  M.B.,  CM.,  Aberdeen,  against  the  Aberdeen  In- 
surance Committee  for  the  payment  of  2442.  deducted  from 
his  remuneration  as  a  panel  practitioner.  Plaintiff  states 
that  he  has  one  of  the  largest  panel  practices  in  Aberdeen, 
in  July  1916  he  was  requested  to  meet  the  Panel  Committee 
?>,  •  fxPlanations  regarding  his  prescribing  for  1915. 

Plaintiff  had  the  prescriptions  -examined,  and  found  that 
they  referred  to  only  three  patients  out  of  a  panel  of  about 
4,U0U,  and  he  at  once  wrote  to  the  Panel  Committee  for 
explanations  regarding  the  three  cases.  Thereafter  the 
.Panel  Committee  met,  and,  without  hearing  plaintiff  or 
giving  him  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  they  reported  to 
the  Insurance  Committee  that  the  cost  of  the  prescriptions 
furnished  by  the  plaintiff  exceeded  the  2s.  rate  per  insured 
person  by  13.07(2.,  and  they  were  of  opinion  that  an  exces- 
sive demand  upon  the  Drug  Fund  had  arisen  in  conse- 
quence of  orders  given  by  plaintiff,  which  were  extravagant 
both  in  character  and  m  quantity.  Plaintiff  maintains  that 
the  whole  proceedings  of  the  Panel  Committee  and  Insur- 
ance Committee  are  contrary  to  the  statute  and  angulations, 
and  that  defendants  have  not  only  wrongfully  retained  the 
2442.,  but  that  in  consequence  of  the  proceedings  complained 
of  he  has  been  held  up  to  the  public  as  a  practitioner  who 
has  been  guilty  of  professional  fault.  Defendants  reply 
that  if  the  calls  on  the  Drug  Fund  are  excessive,  the  result- 
ing deficiency  falls  upon  the  chemists  unless  it  is  charged 


against  the  medical  practitioners  responsible  for  the  excess. 
The  Committee  allege  that  plaintiff's  rate  for  prescriptions 
has  been  one  of  the  highest  in  Scotland  among  panel  doctors 
with  a  considerable  practice ;  that  the  information  upon 
which  they  acted  consisted  of  details  showing  the  number 
of  persons  on  plaintiff's  panel  and  other  particulars;  and; 
that  no  adequate  explanation  was  offered  for  the  cost  of 
the  prescriptions  exceeding  the  average  for  the  other 
doctors  in  Aberdeen.  Defendants  pleaded  that  the  Court' 
has  no  jurisdiction,  the  only  method  of  review  open  to 
the  plaintiff  being  an  appeal  to  the  Scottish  Insurance  Com- 
missioners. Lord  Ormidale  on  July  17  sent  the  pleadings 
to  the  roll  for  discussion. 

Soda  Contracts.— In    the    Lord     Mayor's    Court  on. 
July  11,  before  the  Common  Serjeant  (Sir  F.  Bosanquet,. 
K.O.)  and  a  jury,  the  case  of  Florey  v.  Elmer  G.  Taunt 
&  Co.  was  concluded.    The  plaintiff,  Mr.  G.  W.  H.  Florey, 
chemical-dealer,   Great  Tower  Street,  London,  E.C.,  sued 
Elmer  G.  Taunt  &  Co.,  chemical-dealers,  Wormwood  Street,, 
E.C.,  for  602.  12s.  6eZ.  damages  for  non-delivery  of  pure 
soda '  crystals.    The   plaintiff's  case  was   that  on  Decemr 
ber  11,  1916,  he  gave  an  order  to  the  defendants  for  50  tons, 
of  pure  soda  crystals  in  2-cwt.  bags  at  42.  7s.  6<Z.  per  ton, 
ex  wharf  Manchester,  delivery  December,  net  cash  against 
delivery  order.    On  December  23  a  second  order  was  given 
for  the  same  quantity.    In  regard  to  the  first  parcel  there- 
had   been  delivered  *45   tons  in  various  lots.  Complaint 
had  been  made  in  respect  of  one  of  those  deliveries  because 
of  the  quality  of  the  soda,  and  the  defendants  had  accepted 
back  the  goods,  repaying  the  money  paid  for  them.  After 
delivery  of  the  45  tons  difficulties  arose  with  regard  to. 
the    remainder    of    the    soda    crystals,    and  ultimately 
the    plaintiff    had    to    buy    5    tons    against    the  defen- 
dants   at    62.    10s.    per    ton,    the    difference    in  price- 
amounting    to    102.    12s.    td.,    which    was    claimed  as 
damages  for  non-delivery.      The  second   parcel   of  soda, 
crystals  had  been  re-sold,   and  plaintiff  had  had  to  pay 
to  his  customer  a  claim  of  182.  15s.  for  non-delivery,  which 
amount,  together  with  the  profit  that  he  (plaintiff)  would 
have  made,  312.  5s.,  made  up  his  claim  for  damages  on  the 
second  item  to  exactly  502.    For  the  defence  it  was  claimed 
that  the  plaintiff  had  had  delivery  made  to  him  of  50  tone, 
of  pure  soda  crystals  in  satisfaction  of  the  first  contract, 
as  a  settlement  had  been  made  regarding  the  5-ton  lot 
which  was  rejected.    In  respect  to  the  second  order  it  was 
accepted    upon  the  understanding    that   defendants  were 
able  to  obtain  the  soda  crystals.    They  were  not  able  to  do 
so,  and  consequently  could  not  supply  the  plaintiff.  The 
jury    found    a  verdict  for  the   plaintiff  for  the  amount 
claimed  against  the  defendants  and  Mr.  G.  Taunt,  who 
had  been  added  as  a  defendant  in  the  course  of  the  pro- 
ceedings.     A  stay  of  execution  was  granted  on  terms. — 
Before  Assistant  Judge  Jackson  and  a  jury,  a  claim  was. 
made  by  Allen   Harding  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical-dealers, 
Leadenhall    Street,    London,    E.C.,    against    the  Surrey 
Chemical  Co.,   Nye's  Wharf,  Peckham,  for  132.  damages, 
for  alleged  breach  of  contract  in  the  non-delivery  of  10 
tons  of  mixed  soda  under  a  contract.    Only  one  instalment 
of  2  tons  was   delivered,  and  plaintiffs    had  to   buy  jat 
an  increased  price,  the  difference  being  claimed  in  that 
action.      The  plaintiffs'  manager,    Mr.  E.  L.  Fry,  gave 
evidence  in  support  of  the  case,  and  said  that  the  refusal 
of  the  defendants  to   give  delivery  orders  vfor  the  soda 
under  contract  arose  through  the  defendants  thinking  they 
had  a  grievance  against  plaintiffs  over  a  soda-ash  contract. 
For  the  defence  it  was  contended  that  it  was  a  condition 
of  the  contract  that  defendants  should  deliver  the  soda  if 
possible.    Owing    to   shortage  of   labour  and  inadequate 
supply  of  material  caused  by  the  war  it  was  not  possible- 
to  deliver   2  tons   weekly.      Certain    offers  were  made 
which  plaintiffs  refused.     The  jury  found  a  verdict  for  the 
plaintiffs  for    the   amount   claimed,    and    judgment  was 
entered  accordingly. 


Bankruptcy  Report. 

Re  Harry  Percy  Tones,  formerly  of  25  Liverpool  Road, 
Stoke,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — This  debtor  applied  for  his 
discharge  from  bankruptcy  at  the  Stoke  County  Court  on 
July  11.  The  bankruptcy  occurred  in  1915  (see  C.  <£•  !>., 
March  27,  1915,  p.  55,  and  April  3,  1915,  p.  39).  An  offer 
was  made  of  502.,  to  be  paid  within  three  months,  which 
offer  was  considered  reasonable  by  the  Official  Receiver.  His 
Honour  Judge  Ruegg  granted  the  application  for  dis- 
charge.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  Solidarity  of  the  Wholesale  and  Retail  Drug-trade 

was 

the  subject  of  most  practical  interest  in  Mr.  Hill's  address 
to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  though  it  was 
by  n©  means  the  only  one  of  importance.  Solidarity  im- 
plies a  community  or  perfect  coincidence  of  interests, 
■sympathies,  aspirations,  and  responsibilities,  and  in  all 
these  the  two  branches  of  the  trade  are  ultimately  at  one. 
The  fact  has  not  always  been  recognised  (it  is  not  long 
since  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  debated  the  pro- 
priety of  admitting  wholesalers  to  its  membership),  but 
to  question  it  is  to  show  oneself  short-sighted  and  pur- 
blind. Mr.  Hill  mentioned  several  ways  in  which  an  in- 
creased solidarity  would  make  for  our  advantage,  and  if 
he  put  our  own  interest  first  it  was  because  our  interest  is 
really  that  of  the  public  too.  We  should  be  a  greater 
"national  asset  "  just  because  we.  should  be  a  "  stronger 
fighting  force  "  ;  to  render  "an  adequate  and  sufficient" 
service  we  must  nave  adequate  and  sufficient  recognition. 
Mr.  Hill  seemed  to  think  the  Society  somewhat  neglectful 
of  the  interests  of  the  wholesale  trade,  but  we  must  re- 
member that  it  was  formed  expressly  to  protect  the 
retailer,  and  the  wholesaler  is  much  better  able  to  protect 
himself.  This  does  not  mean  tha't  he  ought  not  to  play 
a  larger  part  in  the  Society,  and  it  would  be  no  less  to 
our  interest  than  to  his  if  he  did.  Perhaps  in  no  other 
trade  are  the  relations  between  wholesale  and  retail  so 
intimate  as  in  ours,  or  the  line  dividing  them  so  thin 
and  so  often  broken  through.  Many  of  the  greatest 
names,  not  only  in  pharmacy  but  in  the  history  of  the 
Society,  belong  to  both.  Among  the  names  of  those  on 
the  first  Founders'  Committee  we  find  an  Allen,  a  Han- 
bury,  a  Barron,  a  Herring,  a  Bell,  a  Davy,  a  Butler,  a 
Horner,  a  Keating,  a  Lescher,  a  Morson,  a  Savory,  a 
Squire,  not  to  mention  others,  all  of  which  now  suggest 
wholesale  rather  than  retail  trade  to  most  of  us. 

The  Alterations  in  Processes 

adopted  in  the  1914  B.P.  have 
not,  owing  to  the  war,  received  the  attention  which  they 
otherwise  would  have  had ;  but  no  doubt  laboratory 
workers  have  noted  many  points  that  will  be  brought 
forward  in  due  course.  One  of  these  is  referred  to  in 
Mr.  Oliver  Chick's  paper  on  extractum  cinchonas  liquidum, 
published  in  the  last  issue.  Every  chemist  recalls  the 
difficulty  of  separating  the  emulsion  when  performing 
the  1898  estimation,  but  it  comes  as  a  shock  to  find  that 
the  improved  process  leads  to  an  error  in  the  result  of 
no  less  than  8  per  cent.  It  is  fortunate  that  Mr.  Chick 
has  made  this  discovery,  otherwise  some  public  analyst 
with  an  inquiring  turn  of  mind  might  have  some  day 
dropped  upon  a  perfectly  innocent  pharmacist  for  sending 
out  liquid  extract  of  cinchona  much  under  strength. 

The  Decomposition  of  Quinine  Bisulphate 

at  certain  tem- 
peratures is  a  point  of  great  importance  to  physicians 
who  have  been  in  the  habit  of  prescribing  the  bisulphate 
and  to  manufacturers  of  tahlets  and  ampoules.  The  facts 
brought  out  by  Messrs.  Howard  and  Chick  show  that  the 
salt  behaves  in  quite  an  eccentric  manner,  for  no  one 
would  conclude,  on  abstract  grounds,  that  a  slightly 
moist  powder  would  decompose  more  rapidly  than  the 
same  powder  very  moist  or  quite  dry.  So  far  as  ampoules 
are  concerned,  I  believe  that  the  preference  is  for1  those 
containing  the  acid  hydrochloride,  on  account  of  its 
greater  solubility ;  and  it  is  fortunate  to  have  the  assur- 
ance that  this  salt  is  not  liable  to  decompose.  The  modern 
treatment  of  malaria  is  to  inject  from  15  to  20  gr. 
daily  of  acid  hydrochloride  deeply  into  'She  muscle. 
Were  harmful  quinotoxin  present,  these  doses  might  soon 
produce  a  prejudicial  effect. 

Your  Series  of  Articles 

on  the  chemist's  titles  yields  abundant 
matter  for  thought,  though  none  for  immediate  action 
on  our  part.    We  can  afford  to  wait  for  the  ripening  tff 


public  opinion  with  regard  to  that  particular  "specialisa- 
tion of  industry"  which  we  rightly  desire,  and  we  must 
do  all  we  can  in  the  way  of  propaganda  and  open  dis- 
cussion to  hasten  it.  Every  pharmacy  ought  to  be  a 
centre  of  influence  in  this  direction,  and  not  the  least 
effective  influence  is  the  diligent,  courteous,  and  efficient 
discharge  of  our  duty  as  National  Health  Insurance  dis- 
pensers. But  though  this  is  all  we  can  do  at  present, 
your  tentative  forecast  of  what  we  might  be  willing  to 
concede  in  return  for  the  realisation  of  what  we  desire  is 
timely,  and  should  be  helpful.  It  is  well  to  make  our 
position,  and  even  our  needs,  quite  clear  both  to  friends 
and  (if  we  have  any)  to  foes.  We  want  assistants  and 
we  want  more  dispensing,  but  we  are  not  prepared  to  take 
the  former  on  terms  that  would  diminish  our  present  share 
of  dispensing  unless  we  receive  along  with  them  a  right 
to  the  work  they  already  do.  In  short,  we  want  assistants, 
not  rivals,  and  we  shall  not  accept  the  latter  on  any  other 
terms  than  those  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  unless  the  field  of 
our  activity  is  sufficiently  enlarged  to  make  room  for 
them.  If  legislation  is  required  to  give  us  an  assistant's 
qualification,  your  suggestion  of  a  comprehensive  scheme 
that  would  settle  the  whole  question  ought  to  be  wel- 
comed. 

The  Question  of  Cocaine 

as  a  drug  in  the  Cocaine  Regula- 
tion has  been  raised  in  the  Leeds  prosecution.  I  anti- 
cipated this  point  six  months  ago  with  regard  to  the 
meaning  of  the  word  drug  in  the  latter  half  of  para- 
graph (11)  of  the  amended  Cocaine  Regulation  of  Decem- 
ber 5,  1916,  in  declaring  that  the  drug  referred  to  both 
there  and  in  the  former  half  of  the  paragraph  (which  in 
the  original  Regulation  was  the  whole  of  it)  was  un- 
doubtedly cocaine.  I  did  not,  indeed,  venture  to  guess 
what  view  a  lawyer  might  take  of  the  matter,  but  gram- 
matically only  the  one  interpretation  is,  I  said,  possible. 
The  Magistrate  in  the  Leeds  case  seems  to  have  thought 
otherwise  at  first,  but  there  is  absolutely  no  doubt  about 
it,  and  eventually  grammar  prevailed — which  is  more  than 
it  sometimes  does  in  a  court  of  law.  Fortunately  the 
new  Regulation  which  came  into  force  on  June  28  will 
prevent  the  repetition  of  such  .prosecutions  in  the  case  of 
Insurance  prescriptions. 

The  Dundee  Dispensing  Tariff 

is  open  to  several  objections. 
The  trouble  involved  in  reckoning  so  minutely  the  cost 
of  ingredients  is  considerable ;  the  result  in  the  case  of 
most  prescriptions  will  vary  a  good  deal  from  time  to 
time ;  and  the  variation  in  the  cost  of  different  pre- 
scriptions of  the  same  bulk  will  also  vary  greatly.  The 
trouble  is  unnecessary,  since  the  professional  spirit,  like 
"  high  heaven  "  in  Wordsworth's  sonnet,  "  rejects  the 
lore  Of  nicely-calculated  less  or  more,"  and  the  variations, 
which  do  not  matter  in  Insurance  dispensing,  will  be 
likely  to  lead  to  friction  with  individual  customers.  The 
old  plan  of  fixed  charges  according  to  the  size  of  the 
mixture  and  the  number  of  doses — allowance  being  made 
for  exceptional  cases — is  in  my  opinion  much  the  better 
plan.

is  so  well  known  for  its  superiority  over  all 
others  in  the  market  as  to  need  no  "  boosting,"  but 
I  read  with  surprise  Mr.  Chatterton's  letter  speaking  of 
the  distillation  of  the  oil  in  Mysore  as  a  new  departure, 
having  been  familiar  with  this  imported  oil  as  a  very 
inferior  rival  to  the  English  more  than  forty  years  ago. 
I  read  in  "  Pharmacographia  "  that  it  was  largely  manu- 
factured at  that  date  in  the  Mysore  district,  "  where  fuel 
for  the  stills  is  abundant,"  as  much  as  10,348  lb.  having 
been  sent  to  Bombay  in  the  year  1872-73,  of  which 
4.500  lb.  was  re-exported  by  sea.  Are  we  to  understand 
that  German  competition  has  killed  this  native  industry, 
or  does  Mr.  Chatterton  refer  to  some  new  effort  to  pro- 
duce an  oil  better  able  to  compete  with  ours  ?  In  any 
case- there  seems  no  reason  why  English  distillers  should 
resent  local  efforts  to  produce  a  valuable  commodity, 
though  the  form  in  which  Mr.  Chatterton  presents  his 
facts  is  open  to  objection.

Spirit  Questions. 

As  is  well  known,  before  the  war  the  regulations  of  the 
Customs  and  Excise  Department  did  not  allow  of  the 
manufacture  in  this  country  of  absolute  alcohol,  which 
in  consequence  came  almost  entirely  from  Germany.  On 
the  outbreak  of  war,  in  consequence  of  the  demand, 
rectifiers  turned  their  attention  to  the  question,  and  were 
able  to  obtain  modifications  of  the  regulations  governing 
the  production  of  absolute  alcohol  from  spirits.  As  all 
the  absolute  alcohol  came  into  the  country  no  difficulty 
had  been  experienced  in  regard  to  storage  in  bond,  or 
as  to  the  use  of  duty-paid  spirit.  The  duty  on  absolute 
alcohol  is  on  the  highest  scale  owing  to  the  concen- 
tration of  the  spirit.  No  provision  existed  for  ware- 
housing absolute  alcohol  made  in  this  country,  with  the 
result  that  rectifiers  required  much  more  capital  in  the 
business  of  making  absolute  alcohol  than  in  making  other 
kinds  of  spirits.  This  difficulty  was  overcome  by 
Section  8  of  the  Finance  Act,  1915,  which  modified 
Section  95  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  so  that  the  rectifiers 
could  warehouse  for  home  consumption  spirits  of  wine 
of  a  strength  of  74°  over  proof  or  upwards,  which  they 
had  rectified  from  spirits  on  which  duty  had  been  paid. 
The  section  gave  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  power  to  make  regulations  to  this  effect.  _  These 
have  now  been  issued  under  the  date  June  22,  with  the 
title  Spirits  of  Wine  (Warehousing)  Regulations,  _  1917. 
First,  "absolute  alcohol  "  is  defined  as  spirits  of  wine  of 
a  strength  of  74°  over  proof  or  upwards,  and  _  the 
"authorised  vessel"  as  "any  cask,  any  drum  provided 
with  a  tap-hole  in  the  head,  or  any  metal  vessel  of  regu- 
lar shape  having  a  plug  which  is  capable  of  being  secured 
under  seal."  Then  fpllow  the  subjoined  conditions  under 
which  absolute  alcohol  may  be  warehoused  by  a  distiller 
or  rectifier  : 

(1)  Subject  to  the  -  provisions  hereinafter  contained  with 
respect  to  absolute  alcohol  contained  in  bottles  packed  in 
cases,  absolute  alcohol  must  be  warehoused  in  an  autho- 
rised vessel. 

(2)  The  quantity  of  absolute  alcohol  warehoused  at  any 
one  time  must  be  not  less  than  nine  bulk  gallons. 

(3)  The  quantity  of  absolute  alcohol  contained  in  any 
one  authorised  vessel  must  be  not  less  than  four  and  a-half 
bulk  gallons.  .  . 

(4)  Subject  to  the  special  approval  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  and  subject  as  is  herein  provided, 
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a.  distiller  may  bottle  absolute  alcohol  in  an  approved  com- 
partment of  his  spirit  store  or  warehouse  and  pack  the 
bottles  into  cases  and  may  warehouse  the  bottles  so  packed. 

(5)  '  A  rectifier  may  instead  of  warehousing  absolute 
alcohol  in  an  authorised,  vessel  warehouse  it  in  bottles 
.packed  in  oases. 

(6)  Any  bottles  to  be  packed  in  a  case  either  by  a  distiller 
•or  a  rectifier  must  be  of  uniform  size  and  of  a  capacity 
of  not  less  than  an  imperial  quart,  and  the  aggregate 
quantity  of  absolute  alcohol  contained  in  the  bottles  packed 
in  any  one  case  must  be  not  less  than  two  bulk  gallons. 

(7)  Any  cases  containing  absolute  alcohol  in  bottles  in- 
tended to  be  warehoused  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
these  Regulations  must1  be  secured  by  the  distiller  or 
Tectifier,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  a  tape  or  wire,  and 
must  be  sealed  with  a  revenue  seal  as  soon  as  the  packing 
is  completed. 

(8)  Where  any  absolute  alcohol  intended  to  be  warehoused 
is  contained  in  any  authorised  vessel  other  than  a  cask 
or  drum,  the  contents  of  thei  vessel  must  be  ascertained  by 
actual  measurement  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  of  Customs 
and  Excise  and  the  plug  of  the  vessel  must  be  secured 
under  revenue  seal  as  soon  as  an  account  of  the  contents 
of  the  vessel  has  been  taken  by  the  officer. 

Any  vessel  so  sealed  must  be  warehoused  forthwith  and 
stored  in  the  warehouse  apart  from  vessels  containing  spirits 
of  any  other  description. 

(9)  The  provisions  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880',  relating  to 
the  warehousing  of  spirits  by  a  distiller  shall  in  their 
application  to  absolute  alcohol  have  effect  subject  to  the 
modifications  contained  in  these  Regulations,  and  any  refer- 
ence in  those  provisions  to  a  cask  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  a  reference  to  an  authorised  vessel  and  to  a  case 
packed  with  bottles. 

(10)  The  provisions  of  sub-sections  (5),  (6),  (9),  (10),  (11), 
and  (12)  of  section  95  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880  (other  than 
the  provisions  in  sub-section  (5)  requh-ing  spirits  to  be 
•warehoused  in  casks  either  full  or  on  ullage  of  one  gallon 
■or  two  gallons,  and  requiring  the  capacity  of  each  cask  to 
be  not  less  than  nine  gallons)  shall  apply  to  any  spirits  of 
wine  being  absolute  alcohol  warehoused  under  the  provi- 
sions of  sub-section  (1)  of  section  8  of  the  Finance  Act, 
1915,  for  home  consumption,  as  they  apply  to  spirits  of 
wine  warehoused  under  section  95  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880, 
for  exportation  or  for  shipment  as  stores. 

This  regularises  the  position  and  enables  rectifiers  to 
store  absolute  alcohol  under  conditions  reasonably  simple. 

The  other  matter  we  have  to  refer  to  is  the  restriction 
of  deliveries  of  spirits  for  home  consumption,  about  which 
inquiries  continue  to  reach  us.  The  Commissioners  of 
Custoins  and  Excise  issued  notices  and  a  memorandum 
which  regulate  the  practice  in  this  matter.  The  memoran- 
dum is  issued  to  rectifiers,  and  waives  the  restrictions  as  to 
the  strength  of  immature  spirits,  "  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  manufacture  of  medicines  and  non-potable  articles 
{e.g.,  essences  and  perfumes)."  One  of  the  notices  is  to 
persons  authorised  to  receive  immature  spirit,  which  states 
that  "owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  under  present 
conditions  by  persons  authorised  to  receive  immature  spirits 
in.  obtaining  the  necessary  supplies  of  such  spirits,  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  will,  as  a  special  in- 
dulgence during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  allow  the  de- 
livery to  such  persons  of  plain  British  spirits  which  have 
been  distilled  at  or  over  50  degrees  overproof  or  foreign 
unsweetened  unenumerated  spirits,  brandy,  and  rum  of  not 
less  strength  than  50  degrees  overproof  instead  of  60  de- 
grees overproof  as  required  by  Regulation  1  (1)  of  the 
'Statutory  Rules  and  Orders,  1915,  No.  746."  This  was  re- 
ferred to  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  16  and  23.  The  other 
notice  is  to  manufacturing  chemists  and  manufacturers  of 
perfumes,  and  states  that  an  authority  will  not  be  required 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  provided  that  an  immature- 
spirit  requisition  bearing  on  the  face  of  it  permission  for 
their  delivery,  granted  by  the  surveyor  in  whose  district 
the  spirits  are  to  be  used,  is  produced  to  the  proper  officer 
at  the  ship's  side,  warehouse,  or  distillery. 

The  practical  effect  of  the  recent  regulations  by  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions  limiting  the  uses  of  grain  spirit  to 
the  manufacture  of  medicinal  preparations  has  been  to  in- 
crease very  much  the  price  of  the  limited  quantities  of 
spirit  which  can  be  obtained  for  perfumery.  Hence  in  the 
price-lists  of  wholesale  druggists  the  prices  of  all  non-medi- 
cinal preparations  which  involve  the  use  of  spirit  have  been 
Taised,  the  prices  being  proportionately  higher  than  for 
medicinal  spirituous  preparations. 


Six  Months'  Foreign  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  June  show  a  decline  in 
both  imports  and  exports  by  859,538?.  and  3,622,900/. 
respectively,  when  compared  with  the  figures  for  June 
1916,  but  a  comparison  with  the  preceding  month  of  May 
shows  that  the  imports  declined  by  over  half  a  million 
sterling,  while  the  exports  of  British  produce  rose  by 
nearly  250 ,000/.,  which  is  satisfactory  from  a  financial 
point  of  view.  The  following  table  shows  the  value  of 
imports  and  exports  for  June,  and  for  the  six  months 
ended  June,  compared  with  the  corresponding  periods  of 
1916  :

The  June  import  figures  record  an  increase  of  eight  mil- 
lions in  purchases  of  foodstuffs,  a  decline  of  1,600,000/. 
in  raw  materials,  and  one  of  7.3  millions  in  manufactured 
goods.  .Almost  the  biggest  decrease  was  one  of  1,002,831?. 
in  imports  of  chemicals  and  the  like,  which  were  valued 
at  1,916,451/.  The  features  of  British  exports  in  June 
comprise  a  welcome  decline,  of  1)475,100?.  in  foodstuffs, 
an  increase  of  581,000?'.  in  raw  materials,  and  a  decrease 
of  2,478,000?.  in  manufactured  goods,  our  exports  in 
this  category  being  valued  at  34,504,000?.,  of  which 
1,920,000?.  was  for  chemicals  and  allied  produce.  This 
amount  is  580,500?.  less  than  in  June  1916,  but  103,000/. 
more  than  in  June  1915,  and,  in  view  of  the  circumstances 
under  which  business  is  conducted,  must  be  considered 
satisfactory.  'Glancing  at  the  six  months'  trading,  we 
purchased  241  millions'  worth  of  foodstuffs  (32.6  millions 
more),  181,366,000?.  of  raw  material  (16,889,000?.  more), 
and  75,500,000?.  of  manufactured  goods  (24,000,000?.  less). 
Chemical  imports  for  the  six  months  were  :

It  will  be  seen  the  decline  in  chemicals  was  almost  four 
millions  sterling  for  the  six  months.  Boron  compounds, 
saltpetre,  sulphur,  and  soda  compounds  suffered  the 
largest  decreases  among  chemicals,  and  the  restriction  on 
the  imports  of  painters'  colours  is  reflected"  by  a  drop  to 
359,644  cwt.,  against '657,374  cwt.  in  1916.  On  the  export 
side,  the  half-year's  trading  shows  that  we  shipped  over 
9^  millions'  worth  of  foodstuffs  (5.4  millions  less),  34  mil- 
lions of  raw  materials  (3.3  millions  more),  and  of  British 
manufactured  goods  197,902,000?.  (almost  eleven  millions 
more),  which  is  very  satisfactory.  Our  chemical  exports 
were  :

The  decline  in  this  group  is  1,904,000?.  compared  with 
1916,  but  compared  with  1915  there  is  an  increise  of 
155,470?.  Drugs  and  medicines  exported  during  1917 
were  valued  at  1,643,600?.,  or  about  350,000/.  less, 
but  they  are  still  275,000?.  better  than- they  were  two  years 
ago.  Practically  all  heavy  chemicals  during  this  period 
show  less  activity,  the  least  affected  scheduled  items 
being  soda  compounds,  which  were  shipped  in  reduced 
quantities  but  increased  values.  Altogether,  the  chemical 
returns  denote  quieter  oversea  trading,  but  little  easing  in 
values. 

Ropiness  in  Bread. 

In  the  test  for  ropiness  In  bread  which  was  given  in  this 
column  last  week  a  few  sentences  regarding  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  test-tubes  were  omitted.  Into  each  of  the 
sterilised  tubes  is  placed  a  finger  of  bread  3  in.  by  5  in. 
by  ^  in.,  cut  from  the  centre  of  the  same  two-day-old 
loaf — each  piece  weighs  about  5  grams.    Moisten  each 
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piece  with  5  c.c.  of  recently  boiled  distilled  water,  then 
plug  all  the  tubes  with  cotton-wool  and  sterilise  by 
immersion  in  boiling  water  for  one  hour  on  three  suc- 
cessive days.  We  are  obliged  to  several  correspondents 
who  have  called  our  attention  to  the  omission. 

The  Price  of  Aerated  Waters. 

A  Paragraph  has  appeared  in  the  London  papers  regarding 
an  increase  of  Zd.  a,  dozen  in  the  wholesale  price  of 
mineral  waters.  From  inquiries  we  have  made  we  find 
that  this  does  not  emanate  from  the  Mineral  Water  Trade 
Association,  which  has  not  arrived  at  a  decision  on  the 
matter.  A  temporary  advance  in  prices  is,  however,  not 
unlikely,  having  regard  to  the  capital  required  to  pay 
table-water  duty  promptly  each  month,  and  thei  increased 
cost  of  all  materials,  labour,  and  cartage. 

The  Elusive  Balance-sheet. 

The  Local  Associations  Executive  Committee,  under  the 
pressure  of  public  opinion,  has  circulated  the  income 
and  expenditure  account  to  those  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees who  contribute  the  money  which  pays  not  only 
for  the  cost  of  the  Checking  Bureau,  but  the  expenses  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  the 
Local  Associations  Executive  Committee  reported  that 
"  further  publication  of  the  financial  statement  is  •un- 
necessary," and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  Committee  that 
it  has  not  adopted  an  obstinate  attitude  in  sticking  to 
a  resolution  arrived  at  through  a  mistaken  view  of  its 
responsibilities.  After  all,  the  "  balance-sheet  "  is  a  com- 
paratively harmless  document,  and,  in  spite  of  the  "ex- 
planatory notes  "  which  accompany  it,  is  chiefly  remarkable 
for  the  things  left  unexplained.  We  have  been  puzzled 
to  know  what  items  it  was  that  the  Committee  was  afraid 
of  bringing  into  the  daylight.  We  think  it  must  have 
been  the  amount  spent  on  rent,  although  this  is  probably 
defensible,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  finding  house-room 
for  the  large  staff  which,  according  to  the  amount  spent 
on  salaries,  must  have  been  employed  during  1916.  The 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who  were  fearful 
that  the  finances  of  the  Society  were  being  encroached 
■upon  by  the  cost  of  administering  the  pharmaceutical 
service  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  will  be  glad  to 
know  that  panel  chemists  are  paying  up  to  the  hilt;  but 
whether  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  who  contribute 
to  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  will  be  as  pleased  is 
another  matter. 

Progressive  Pharmacy  Club. 

There  has  been  founded  in  London  an  organisation  under 
the  name  of  the  Progressive  Pharmacy  Club,  which  has 
for  its  objects  "  the  union  of  progressive  pharmacists, 
the  promotion  of  reforms,  and  stimulation  of  progress  in 
pharmacy."  To  attain  these  objects  a  clu!b-room  is  being 
opened  in  the  West  Central  district  as  a  centre  where 
pharmacists  can  meet  for  business,  social,  and  political 
purposes.  It  is  more  than  twenty  years  since  a  social 
club  for  chemists  was  tried  in  London,  but  the  failure 
of  the  previous  effort  has  not  discouraged  the  promoters 
of  the  new  movement  from  trying  again.  The  times  have 
changed,  and  there  is  now  more  sociability  amongst 
chemists.  Added  to  that,  the  promoters  of  the  club 
seem  to  be  endowed  with  a.  tremendous  lot  of  energy, 
wl;,2h  they  are  ready  to  devote  to  what  they  conceive  to 
be  tne  good  of  pharmacy.  At  the  time  of  writing  some 
of  the  details  of  the  constitution  and  rules  are  not  finally 
settled,  but  we  may  be  able  to  give  further  particulars 
later  on.  One  novelty  in  connection  with  the  club  will 
be  the  publication  of  a  series  of  pamphlets  on  problems 
affecting  pharmacy.  The  first  of  a  series  of  twelve  deals 
with  "  Tariff  Revision  for  1918,"  and  puts  forward  two 
schemes  for  dispensing-fees  which  have  at  least  the  merit 
of  simplicity.

Council-meeting.

Society  of  Ireland  was  held  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street, 
Dublin,  on  July  10.  Mr.  James  Tate,  President  of  the 
Society,  presided.

New  Member  of  Council. 

The  President  welcomed  Mr.  Hanna,  a  new  member  of 
Council,  who  had  been  unanimously  co-opted  in  the  room 
of  the  late  Mr.  Batt.  Mr.  Hanna  came  to  them  with  a 
reputation  for  energy  and  ability  in  other  spheres  of  work. 
They  had  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  unanimity  of 
the  Council  in  co-opting  him  would  be  generally  endorsed, 
and  they  trusted  that  his  energy  would  find  further  scope 
for  development  in  the  Council.  There  is  always  room  for 
new  blood  there,  and  he  (the  President)  trusted  that  Mr.

Dispensing  in  South-West  Africa. 

The  Registrar  read  the  following  letter  from  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Kincaid,  Ph-C,  formerly  of  Dublin,  and  now  a 
Sergeant  S.A.M.R.  (Medical  Staff)  at  the  Military  Hospital, 
Windhuk,  South-West  Africa : 

"  Being  on  active  service,  I  beg  to  advise  you  of  change  of 
address.  I  have  been  dispensing  to  military  hospital,  Windhuk 
(capital  of  what  was  formerly  known  as  German  West  Africa), 
since  last  March.  I  daresay  you  will  remember  me  as  Assistant 
in  Mr.  W.  P.  Wells's  pharmacy,  and  later  as  branch  manager  for 
Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd. 

This  is  the  principal  dispensary  in  tile  Protectorate,  and  is 
neatly  fitted  up.  Most  of  the  bottles  are  labelled  in  German,  but 
one  picks  up  names  of  drugs  and  chemicals  almost  immediately. 
The  German  Pharmacopoeia  and  Squire's  '  Companion  '  stand 
side  by  side,  but  we  only  use  the  former  when  referring  to  German 
preparations  already  in  stock. 

There  is  an  up-to-date  x-ray  and  electro-therapeutic  plant 
here  which  cost  2,800?. ;  can  put  on  high-frequency  for  ultra- 
violet rays.  Then  there  is  a  powerful  magnet  with  conical 
aseptic  point  for  removing  bullets,  pieces  of  shrapnel,  etc..  but 
these  things  are  not  of  so  much  interest  to  pharmacy.  The  routine 
here  is  the  usual  one — making  up  x-thj  solutions,  compounding 
stock  mixtures,  dispensing  for  sick  parades,  also  to  do  analysis 
and  microscopic  examination  of  urine  in  laboratory.  I  still  have 
Professor  Kelly's  notes  on  urine-analysis,  and  find  them  very 
serviceable.  I  sometimes  have  to  do  surgical  dressings,  syringe 
ears,  paint  throats,  etc. 

No  one  in  these  times  can  complain  of  the  pay  a  dispenser 
gets  here :  but  it  looks  so  inconsistent  that  a  chemist  only  ranks 
as  sergeant  while  a  dentist  ranks  as  captain.  Moreover  so-called 
'  Army  dispensers.'  without  any  qualifications,  rank  as  sergeants 
iust  the  same.  Personally  I  have  no  grievance  and  am  am'te 
happy  to  do  what  little  I  can.  Still,  it  is  .  my  firm  conviction 
that  'since  the  doctor  and  dentist  rank  as  captains  to  start,  surely 
the  pharmaceutical  chemist  who  joins  the  Army  to  serve  in  his 
professional  capacity  ousrht  in  fair  play  to  rank  as  lieutenant  or 
at  least  warrant  officer."

Supplies  of  Aeseno-benzol. 

Mr  King  on  Tuesday  asked  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  how  many  persons  have  been  placed  on 
the  list  of  approved  medical  practitioners  to  whom  arseno- 
benzol  (salvarsan  and  its  substitutes),  approved  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  may  be  supplied  free  ot  cost; 
whether  proper  -care  is  taken  that  only  experienced  prac- 
titioners of  good  reputation  are  placed  on  the  list  ;  and 
whether  female  as  well  as  male  practitioners  are  eligible 
for  this  privilege.  ,  ,  . 

Mr  Hayes  Fisher  replied  that  he  has  no  complete 
information  as  to  the  number  of  medical  practitioners  in 
the  country  who  are  entitled  to  be  supplied  free  of  cost 
with  arseno-benzol  preparations  which  have  been  approved 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  as  substitutes  for  salvarsan, 
but  he  is  informed  that  the  number  in  London  is  at  present 
seventy-one.  The  circular-letter  of  the  Department  ot 
August  29,  1916,  sets  out  the  conditions  on  which  these 
preparations  should  be  supplied.  The  answer  to  the  last 
part  of  the  question  is  in  the  affirmative. 

Excess-peofits  Tax. 
A  new  clause  to  the  Finance  Bill  was  moved  in  the  House 
on  July  16  by  Sir  J.  Harmood  Banner,  prescribing  the 
method  of  valuing  stocks  in  hand  for  the  purpose  of  excess- 
profits  tax.  Mr.  Bonar  Law  opposed  the  clause,  and  said 
that  if  such  a  method  were  adopted  it  would  mean  a  loss 
of  revenue  of  anything  up  to  100  millions,  and  it  would 
mean  also  that  the  manufacturers,  while  nominally  paying 
80  per  cent.,  would  really  have  to  pay  less  than  50  per 
cent  excess-profits  tax.  That  was  an  impossible  situation. 
The  demand  that  they  should  take  at  pre-war  prices  the 
average  amount  of  stock  held  by  manufacturers  at  the  out- 
break of  war,  he  was  advised,  would  mean  a  loss  of  something 
like  fifty  millions.  All  that  manufacturers  or  merchants 
had  a  right  to  ask  was  that  the  Government  method  of 
calculation  during  the  war  should  not  make. a  nominal  profit 
when  there  was  no  real  profit  He  would  put  that  right 
He  thought  it  probable  that  the  amount  of  stocks  would 
be  extremely  small,  and  he  believed  a  year  was  long  enough 
to  enable  manufacturers  to  turn  over  all  their  stocks  but 
he  was  willing  to  go  further  and  say  that  if  stocks  were 
not  all  ctearedgout  ft  the  end  of  the  year  let  them  be  valued 
at  the  price  they  reached  at  the  end  of  the  year  He  be- 
lieved that  would  meet  the  case.  He  did  not  think  it  likely 
thaTprices  would  fall  much  below  the  present  level  for.  some 
time  in  faS there  was  a  probability  of  their  being  higher 
Ite  had  examined  the  accounts  of  a  number  of  firms,  and 
he  found  they  were  really  making  larger  profits  than  in 
anv  previous  time.  After  further  discussion,  Mr.  Bonar 
Law  agreed  to  extend  the  period  of  realisation  of  stocks  to 
two  years    The  amendment  was  then  withdrawn.

—Statistics  supplied  to  the  Derby  Borough  Insur- 
ance Committee  by  the  Pricing  Bureau  show  that  in  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year  32,566  prescriptions  were 
dispensed  at  an  average  total  cost  of  6.805.,  of  which 
3.985.  represented  the  average  ingredient-price'  and  2.825. 
the  average  dispensing-fee.  The  average  total  cost  per 
insured  person  was  6.355.  At  the  request  of  the  Bureau, 
panel  chemists  have  been  instructed  that  in  all  cases  where 
poisons  are  dispensed,  and  it  is  not  found  necessary  to 
supply  a  fresh  poison-bottle  owing  to  the  patient  returning 
a  bottle,  or  for  other  reasons, -the  scripts  should  be  marked 
"  Bottle  not  supplied."

July  14,  when  the  Insurance  dispensing  of  sugar  and 
glycerin  was  discussed,  and  Messrs.  Matthews  and  Kirk- 
patrick  were  elected  to  meet  representatives  of  the  Panel 
Committee  to  consider  the  matter.  A  rota  for  service  after- 
b p .M  is  suggested  for  the  Leytonstone,  East  Ham  and 
YV  aithamstow  areas,  to  begin  on  September  1,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  Mr  J  H 
Matthews  was  re-elected  President,  Mr.  T  England  Vice- 
President,  and  Mr.  C.  Goode  Secretary. 

Kesteven.  -  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, a  report  was  received  regarding  the  exemption  of 
panel  chemists  from  military  service,  and  it  was  resolved 
that  to  enable  the  Committee  to  fulfil  its  legal  obligations 
towards  insured  persons,  it  is  essential  that  certain  qualified 
chemists  should  be  retained  on  the  panel,  continued  exemp- 
tion being  pressed  for  should  occasion  arise. 

iondon.-The  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  at 
Bank  Chambers,  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  on  July  10  Mr 
A.  R.  Melhuish  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  Wilkinson  and  Breese 
have  resigned,  and  Messrs.  C.  A.  Noble  and  J.  Humphrey 
have  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies.  The  officers  for 
the  year  are:  Chairman,  Mr.  G.  W.  Hatfield;  Vice-Chair- 
man, Mr.  G.  B.  Barnard;  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher. 
Messrs.  Hatfield  and  Barnard  were  also  appointed  mem- 
bers of  the  Finance  Sub-Committee.  The  representatives 
on  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  were  re- 
elected. The  Insurance  Committee  intimated  that  a  notice 
will  shortly  be  issued  to  practitioners  on  the  panel,  for 
exhibition  in  their  surgeries,  requesting  insured  patients 
to  present  their  prescriptions  to  the  chemist  as  soon  as 
possible  after  receiving  medical  attendance.  The  report 
of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  for  the  months  of  March 
and  April  was  received  and  adopted.  Tho  statistics  showed 
that  the  accuracy  of  the  pricing  was  well  maintained,  the 
margin  of  error  being  0.07  per  cent,  for  March  and  0.03  per 
cent,  for  April.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  H.  R. 
Procter  and  Mr.  W.  Wells  for  examining  the  accounts  on 
behalf  of  panel  chemists.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the 
total  number  of  prescriptions  for  the  first  quarter  of  1917 
was  1,202,915,  value  27,821?.  4s.  105.,  and  the  average  cost 
per  prescription  5.555. 

Middlesex.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee on  July  11,  it  was  found  that  no  wish  had  been 
expressed  for  an  election,  and  the  members  decided  to 
continue  in  office  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  officers  elected, 
were :  Chairman,  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner ;  Vice-Chairman, 
Mr.  H.  E.  Clement;  Secretary,  Mr.  Hugo  Wolff.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  comprises  Messrs. 
Skinner,  Clement,  and  Wolff,  and  the  Joint  Services  Sub- 
Committee  Messrs.  Skinner  and  Clement.  The  report  of 
the  checking  supervisor  was  given  and  adopted. 

Preston.  —The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  July  11,  Mr. 
W.  L.  Holland  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Wilson  called  attention 
to  the  prescription  statistics.  In  1913  166,108  prescriptions 
were  dispensed  at  an  average  cost  of  9g<Z. ;  in  1916  there 
were  122,410  scripts,  averaging  b^d.  each.  In  the  discus;ion 
which  followed  the  Chairman  said  that  at  the  earlier  period 
Preston's  cost  of  prescriptions  was  the  highest  in  the 
country.  Since  then  doctors  had  studied  the  art  of  eco- 
nomical prescribing1.  He  was  not  prepared  to  say  the 
efficacy  of  the  medicines  had  not  deteriorated,  but  it  might 
be  that  cheaper  drugs  had  been  used  without  any  loss  of 
efficiency.  Under  the  old  scale,  too,  the  least  charge  for 
any  drug  used  in  a  prescription  was  a  halfpenny,  even 
if  only  two  drops  were  used,  but  in  the  new  scale  it  might 
woi-k  out  as  low  as  0.025.  The  time  might  come  when  it 
would  be  necessary  to  submit  some  of  the  lowest-priced 
prescriptions  to  an  investigation  to  determine  whether  pre- 
scribing was  adequately  and  efficiently  performed.  At 
present  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  the  view  that  it 
was  not.  A  discussion  took  place  on  the  right  of  panel 
doctors  to  prescribe  proprietary  medicines,  and  eventually  it 
was  decided  to  refer  to  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
the  whole  question  of  uniformity  in  prescribing. 

Note- 

A  Committee  of  Inqtjiby,  under  Part  VI.  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  (Medical  Benefit)  Regulations  (England), 
1913,  took  place  at  the  Council-chamber,  Yelverton  Road, 
Bournemouth,  on  July  17,  to  investigate  representations 
which  have  been  made  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  by 
the  Bournemouth  Insurance  Committee  and  by  the  Bourne- 
mouth Panel  and  Local  Medical  Committee  that  the  con- 
tinuance of  Dr.  Richard  Neville  Hart,  of  Exeter  Lodge. 
Exeter  Road,  Bournemouth,  upon  the  panel  of  medical 
practitioners  is  prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  medical 
service  of  the  insured.  The  result  will  be  made  known  in 
due  course.

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
•was  held  in  the  University  "Buildings,  Edmund  Street,  Bir- 
mingham, on  July  18.  The  President  (Dr.  Charles  Car- 
penter) was  in  the  chair,  and  a  welcome  was  given  to  the 

members  by  the 
Lord  Mayor,  Alder- 
man A.  D.  Brooks. 
The  President,  after 
thanking  the  Lord 
Mayor  for  his  wel- 
come, gave  his 
presidential  ad- 
dress. He  claimed 
that  chemistry  and 
mechanics  form  the 
basis  of  modern  in- 
dustry, and  that  the 
future  of  the  Em- 
pire is  closely  bound 
up  with  progress  in 
applied  science,  par- 
ticularly chemical 
science.  The  pro- 
gress of  the  chemi- 
cal industry  requires 
the  inspiration  of 
the  chemist  in  all 
and  every  direction ; 
but  he  urged  that 
the  greatest  advan- 
tage should  be  taken 
of  the  engineer's 
particular  gifts  to 
bring  about  its 
achievement,  once 
he    was    made  to 

understand  the  conditions  to  be  aimed  at.  Dealing  next 
with  the  importance  of  science  education,  he  said  our 
educational  system  needs  alteration  at  its  foundation.  In 
his  opinion,  a  boy  is  old  enough  to  learn  science  when  he 
is  old  enough  to  learn  history  and  geography.  At  the  age 
of  sixteen  he  should  commence  work  either  at  the  desk  or  in 
the  factory,  with  compulsory  attendance  at  continuation 
schools.  After  two  or  three  years  he  would,  if  showing 
himself  to  possess  the  necessary  ability,  be  fit  for  entrance 
to  the  university,  to  follow  a  further  course  of  study  along 
paths  adapted  to  his  temperament  and  qualities.  The 
nation  could  not  be  expected  to  appreciate  science  at  its 
true  value  unless  that  appreciation  is  inculcated  as  tho- 
roughly as  patriotism.  The  importance  of  the  chemical- 
industries  in  the  scheme  of  national  defence  and  national 
progress  is  at  last  becoming  understood,  and  must  be 
■taken  into  account  in  the  refashioning  of  our  educational 
system.  Another  essential  change  is  in  our  knowledge  of 
the  raw-material  resources  of  the  Empire.  It  should  be  a 
State  matter  to  map  out  all  our  mineral  resources  that 
thev  might  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  industry  by  and 
under-  the  control  of  the  State. 

.  The_  President  having  been  thanked  for  his  address,  the 
following  reports  were  submitted  : 

Repoet  of  Council. 
The  report  of  the  Council  stated  that  the  number  of 
members  is  now  4,393,  as  compared  with  4,059  last  year. 
The  losses  from  death  have  been  154  members,  these  includ- 
ing two  past  Presidents — Mr.  David  Howard  and  Sir  Wm. 
Ramsay — and  six  who  have  laid  down  their  lives  for  their 
country.  It  was  mentioned  that  Mr.  D.  B.;  Dott  has  been 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Edinburgh  Section,!  and  Dr.  C.  A. 
Keane  of  the  London  Section.  The  annual  subscription  is 
to  be  raised  to  30s.  from  January  1,  1918,  if  approved  by 
the  meeting  and  confirmed  by  a  special  general  meeting. 
The  Council  has  suggested  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  the 
annual  fees  for  patents  should  be  suspended  during  the 
war,  and  that  the  duration  of  British  patents  be  extended 
for  the  same  period.  It  has  been  decided  to  publish  a 
separate  part  of  the  "Journal"  under  the  title  of 
"'  Review,"  which  will  deal  with  articles  of  general  and 
industrial  interest.  This  part  will  be  edited  by  Dr.  E.  H. 
Tripp.  Dr.  Rudolph  Messel,  F.R.S.,  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Council  to  serve  on  the  governing  body  of  the 
Imperial  College  of  Science  and  Technology  for  a  further 
term  of  four  years.  Mr.  Thos.  Tyrer  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid 
continue  to  represent  the  Society  on  the  Executive  and 
General  Board  of  the  National  Physical  Laboratory.  Steps 
are  beinV  taken  to  form  a  Bristol  and  South  Wales  Section 
of  the  Society,  while  a  Canadian-Pacific  Section  and  India 
Section  are  also  mooted.

Professor  Henri  Louis,  M.A., 
D.Sc,  A.R.S.M.,  F.I.C.,  the  new  Pre- 
sident, is  professor  of  mining  and 
AVilliam  Cochrane  lecturer  on  metal- 
lurgy, Armstrong  College,  Newcastlc- 
on  Tyne.  He  was  born  in  London  in 
1855j  and  educated  at  the  City  of 
London  School,  where  he  obtained 
several  scholarships  and  awards,  the 
most  important  being  one  of  the 
Royal  Exhibitions  tenable  at  the 
Royal  School  of  Mines.  His  career 
at  the  last-named  School  was  a 
brilliant  one,  and  was  followed  by 
an  engagement  in  the  laboratory  of 
Dr.  J.  Percy,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  researches  on  the  metallurgy  of 
silver,  and  an  appointment  as 
chemist  to  the  Steel  Company  of 
Canada,  Nova  Scotia.  Subsequent 
engagements  took  him  to  Ecuador, 
Colombia,  the  Gold  Coast,  the  Trans- 
vaal, California,  the  Malay  Penin- 
sula, Siam,  Borneo,  and. Spain.  In 
1895  he  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of 
Mining  he  now  occupies.  He  is  an 
excellent  linguist,  and  is  author  of 
many  technical  works,  as  well  as  a 
frequent  contributor  to  the  Trans- 
actions of  several  Warned  Societies. 


Council. 

In  the  afternoon  a  session  of  Congress  was  held,  tour 
papers  being  read.    That  on 

Chemical  Poecelain, 
by  Mr.  Henry  Walkins,  is  of  pharmaceutical  interest.  It 
referred  to  the  uses  to  which  such  porcelain  is  put,  and  the 
properties  it  is  required  to  possess.  The  chief  properties 
required  are  resistance  to  very  sudden  changes  of  tempera- 
ture and  insolubility  of  the  glaze  in  chemical  reagents. 
The  materials  and  methods  of  manufacture  were  described, 
and  also  the  tests  to  which  English-made  porcelain  is  sub- 
jected. In  spite  of  numerous  difficulties  which  have  been 
experienced,  home  manufacturers  are  now  able  to  supply  all 
the  needs  of  this  country.  Th?  author  had  hopes  that  some- 
thing superior  to  the  German  ware  would  be  produced 
shortly.  One  point  mentioned  was  that  Continental  porce- 
lain is  by  no  means  perfect,  a  large  proportion  of  ths 
chemical  vessels  breaking  down  under  ordinary  tests. 

Mosquito  Plague. — To  prevent  a  repetition  of  last  year's 
mosquito  plague  in  the  Wimbledon  district  of  London,  the 
edges  of  the  lake  at  Wimbledon  Park  and  the  ponds  on 
the  common  have  been  sprayed  with  petroleum  to  destroy 
the  larvse. 
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Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  aie  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  As  r.  result  of 
the  War  wholesale  houses  have  had  to  contend  with  many 
fresh  difficulties,  some  of  which  have  involved  greatly  increased 
expenses.  Shortage  of  labour  with  higher  wages  (equal  to 
almost  double  pre-war  rates)  has  a  direct  effect  upon  values  3; 
goods,  as  also  have  railway  carriage,  freights,  cartage,  and; 
other  charges.  The  foregoing  anJ  other  incidental  outlays 
prevent  retail  buyers  purchasing  at  the  market  prices  quoted 
here.

Business  in  chemicals  and  drugs  has  again  been  quiet  and 
of  an  uneventful  character,  price-alterations  having  been 
few.  In  a  debate  on  the  excess-profits  tax,  Mr.  Bonar  Law 
expressed  the  opinion  that  "prices  .are  likely  to  remain 
high  for  some  considerable  time  after  the  war,"  and  there 
is  little  doubt  that  view  is  correct  in  regard  to  all 
kinds  of  .produce.  Among  chemicals,  potash  and  ammon.

In  drugs,  gentian,  chamo- 
miles, juniper-berries,  and  turmeric  are  held  for  higher 
prices ;  calumba  is  still  very  scarce,  and  ergot  is  firm. 
Buehu  of  all  kinds  is  firm,  and  spot  stocks  much  reduced. 
Among  essential  oils,  clove  has  further  advanced ;  cassia 
and  star-anise  are  rather  firmer.  American  peppermint  is 
still  very  quiet,  in  spite  of  which  values  are  again  on  a 
higher  level.

from  the  proclamation  of  peace.  The  Decree  empowers 
the  Government  to  requisition  stocks  and  to  fix  maximum 
prices. 

Theobromine  Soda  Sal.  is  offered  at  the  rather  lower 
figure  of- 48s.  bd.  per  lb.  net. 

Turmeric. — Sales  of  Madras  finger  have  been  made  at  up 
to  47s.  dd.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot,  with  50s.  asked ;  value 
of  Cochin  split  bulb  is  about  40s. 

Turpentine. — A  good  business  ha§  been  done  during  the 
week,  with  little  change  in  price,  American  closing  quiet 
at  55s.  6d.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot. 

Vanillin  is  again  higher  at  from  45s.  to  47s.  6d.  per  lb. 
net  as  to  seller. 

Wax,  Japanese. — Good  pale  squares  on  the  spot  are 
quoted  at  79s.  per  cwt 

German  Drug-markets. 

The  following  notes  chiefly  refer  to  the  Hamburg  and 
Berlin  markets  under  date  of  June  20 : 

Agar-agar  is  extremely  scarce  at  from  m.52  to  m.53  per 
kilo,  when  obtainable.  New  imports  from  neutral  countries 
have  been  made  impossible  by  the  measures  taken  by  the 
German  Government. 

Ammon.  Chlor.  is  not  to  be  had,  as  raw  material  has 
been  commandeered  for  war-purposes,  and  makers  have 
withdrawn  from  the  market. 

Anise. — Spanish  and  Russian  are  unobtainable.  A  large 
quantity  of  Bulgarian,  similar  in  quality  to  Russian,  has 
been  imported,  however,  and  is  offered  at  from  m.530  to 
m.546  per  100  kilos. 

Carragheen  Moss. — Though  offered  at  considerably  lower 
prices  by  neutrals,  the  Government  has  not  permitted  im- 
portation.   Consequently  the  small  remaining  stocks  have 


diminished  further,  and  prices  have  again  advanced,  from 
m. 18.50  to  m.19.50  per  kilo,  being  asked. 

Paprika. — The  demand  has  considerably  increased,  as  the 
Hungarian  Government  has  prohibited  exportation.  Prices 
vary  between  m.18  and  m. 22.50  per  kilo. 

Potash  Carb.  is  asked  for  in  large  quantities  at  present 
as  a  substitute  for  soda,  sodium  hydroxide,  etc*,  but  makers 
cannot  meet  the  demand.  Prices  have  also  been  advanced 
considerably.  White  (80-85  per  cent.)  is  m.78  to  m.80  per 
100  kilos. ;  90-95  per  cent,  from  m.83  to  m.85  per  100  kilos. 

Potash  Salts. — The  new  law  regulating  potash  salts 
prices,  incorporating  the  proposals  of  the  Potash  Com- 
mittee, passed  its  third  reading  in  the  Reichstag  on  May  14. 
By  this  law  the  following  prices  were  fixed  as  the  maximum 
payable  by  the  homo  consumer  for  every  hundredth  part 
of  potassium  monoxide  (K,0)  in  the  kilo.  :  Ground  carnal- 
lite  with  9-12  per  cent.  K,0,  pf.16-18;  ground  crude  salta 
(12-15  per  cent.),  pf.16-18;  manuring  salts  (20-22  per  cent.), 
pf.23;  ditto,  30-32  per  cent.,  pf.23i ;  ditto,  40  to  42  percent., 
pf.  25£ ;  chloride  of  potash,  50  to  60  per  cent.,  pf.37;  ditto, 
over  60  per  cent.  K30,  pf  .40 ;  sulphate  of  potash  with  over 
42  per  cent.,  pf.43;  and  sulphate  of  potash  with  magnesia, 
pf.40.  These  prices  are  an  increase  of  pf.5  per  1  per  cent, 
of  K,0  in  the  kilo,  for  every  kind.  The  Potash  Syndicate 
has  declared  the  fixed  prices  to  be  inadequate  and  has 
addressed  a  new  petition  to  the  Reichstag. 

Wool-fat. — An  Imperial  Order,  which  came  into  force 
on  June  20,  has  been  issued,  fixing  maximum  prices  for 
wcol-fat  as  follows  :  Wool-fat  free  from  water  (anhydrite). 
maximum  price  per  100  kilos.,  450m. ;  neutral  wool-fat  and 
wool-fat  acid,  350m. ;  crude  wool-fat,  300m. 


The  "  Chemiker-Zeitung "  (May  23),  in  a  review  of  the 
chemical  industry  in  Germany  during  April  1917,  states  that 
the  position  was  distinctly  satisfactory,  considering  war 
conditions,  although  there  was  naturally  still  much  to  be 
desired.  The  yearly  settlements  of  most  industries  showed 
good  results.  Transport  improved  in  April,  although  com- 
plaints were  still  rife.  The  prospects  for  export  after  the 
war  cannot  be  regarded  as  unfavourable. 

Charcoal. — In  the  charcoal  industry,  and  in  the  manu- 
facture of  acetone,  acetic  acid,  methylated  spirit,  and  form- 
aldehyde there  was  no  change  in  the  preceding  month. 
A  satisfactory  rise  in  selling-prices  to  meet  increased  costs 
has  not  been  effected,  and  cannot  be  hoped  for.  Wood  has 
to  be  bought  at  a  higher  price  in  order  that  deliveries 
may  be  hastened.  The  work  of  prisoners  of  war  was  far 
from  satisfactory. 

Dyes  and  Pharmaceutical  Products. — Large  army  con- 
tracts keep  an  increased  staff  in  constant  activity.  The 
recent  amalgamation  of  a  number  of  works  is  expected  to 
have  a  favourable  influence  upon  competition  with  foreign 
countries  after  the  war,  which  will  no  doubt  be  keener  than 
before. 

Essential  Oils  and  Essences. — We  must,  apparently, 
cease  to  expect  reports  from  the  factories  as  to  the  degree 
of  their  activity  during  the  war — even  such  reports  as  are 
merely  general  and  would  assist  in  reinstating  and  strength- 
ening the  position  of  our  industries  in  the  coming  peace- 
time. 

Oils  and  Fats. — There  was  great  difficulty  in  procuring 
raw  materials.  Buyers  are  also  holding  back.  Selling- 
prices  were  satisfactory,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  im- 
port of  raw  materials  can  be  improved.  Costs  are  in- 
creasing. 

Potash. — A  leading  company,  manufacturing  chiefly 
manuring  salts,  high-grade  potassium  chloride,  table-salt, 
and  bromine,  reports  that  the  output  was  rather  less  in 
March,  but  about  twice  as  large  as  in  April  1916.  The 
delivery  of  fuel  gave  much  dissatisfaction.  Working-costs 
rose,  but  selling-prices  did  not  show  a  corresponding  rise. 
The  employment  of  prisoners  of  war  did  not  prove  satisfac- 
tory. 

Tartaric  and  Citric  Acids.— The  manufacture  of  these 
and  of  cream  of  tartar  and  glycerin  substitute  showed  no 
change.  Prices  for  tartaric  acid  were  satisfactory.  The 
supply  of  fuel  was  good,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of 
raw  materials;  the  cost  of  both  was  high. 

Surrey  Herb=crops. 

Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  send  us  the  following  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  herb-crops  on  their  Carshalton  farm : 
"  Owing  to  the  extreme  drought  in  the  districts  of  Mitcham 
and  Carshalton  the  growth  of  herbs  has  been  much  re- 
tarded, and,  even  though  rain  has  now  fallen,  crops  are 
likely  to  be  short.  Lavender  is  backward,  and  likely  to  bo 
a  short  crop.  Thyme  :  The  late  frosts  killed  a  great  many 
of  the  plants,  and  crop  will  be  short.  Chamomile  will  be  a 
fair  average  crop ;  rather  backward.  Southernwood  will 
be  a  good  crop.  Hyssop  is  healthy,  but  short.  Marsh* 
mallow  looks  healthy.    Mint  (black  and  white)  badly  wants 
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rain,  and  is  likely  to  be  a  very  light  crop.  Comfrey  and 
Feverfew  are  both  good  crops.  Sage:  A  good  deal  has 
heen  killed  by  late  frosts,  and  the  crop  will  be  poor.  Rue 
is  a  very  good  crop.  Pennyroyal  shows  very  little  growth 
at  present,  and  is  likely  to  be  a  short  crop." 

Carnauba  Wax  Controlled. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Army 
Council  by  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations,  a  War 
Office  Order  (July  11)  has  been  issued  6tating  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Army  Council  to  take  possession  of  all 
stocks  of  carnauba  wax,  excepting  stocks  of  less  than  2  tons, 
that  are  at  present  or  may  hereafter  arrive  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  If  after  this  notice  any  person  having  control 
of  any  such  stores  sells,  removes,  or  secretes  them  without 
the  consent  of  the  Army 1  Council,  or  deals  therewith  in  any 
way  contrary  to  any  conditions  imposed  in  any  licence, 
permit,  or  order  that  may  have  been  granted  in  respect 
thereof,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  said 
iRegulations.  All  persons  having  in  their  custody  or  control 
any  such  stocks  are  required  to  make  a  return  thereof, 
with  full  particulars  of  quantity,  description,  and  cost- 
price,  to  Director  of  Army  Contracts,  Imperial  House, 
Tothill  Street,  Room  79,  S.W.  1,  together  with  all  such 
further  and  other  particulars  as  to  ,  their  business  as  may 
be  required  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Army  Con- 
tracts.

Mysore  Santalwood  Oil. 

Sib, — I  have  read  with  interest  the  letter  from  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  in  the  C.  &  D.,  July  14.  With  this 
letter  I  cordially  agree.  It  is  true  that  the  German  dis- 
tillers had  done  everything  they  could  to  cut  down  the 
price  of  santalwood  oil,  probably  with  the  intention  of 
driving  the  English  manufacturers  out  of  the  market.  In 
this  they  signally  failed.  I  also  agree  that  there  is  no 
oil  finer  in  colour,  nor  in  perfume-value,  than  that  manu- 
factured by  the  English  distillers,  which  deservedly  has  a 
world-wide  reputation.  The  utterly  absurd  limits  which 
have  been  placed  on  the  wood  at  the  auctions  makes  it 
appear  to  all  unbiassed  purchasers  that  the  action  of  the 
Mysore  Government  can  only  be  explained  on  a  revenue 
basis.  One  important  factor  has  probably  been  left  out 
of  their  calculations — viz.,  that  a  very  large  amount  of 
santalwood  oil  is  used  for  perfumery-purposes,  or,  I  should 
say,  was  used  for  perfumery-purposes,  since  at  present 
prices  many  large  users  have  had  to  abandon  it.  I  know 
of  one  case  at  the  present  moment  where  orders  for  a  certain 
perfumed  article  which  require  about  two  thousand  pounds 
of  santalwood  oil  for  the  perfume  remain  unexecuted  on 
account"  of  the  extravagant  values  of  santalwood  oil.  If 
a  course  of  wisdom  be  followed,  santalwood  oil  will  rapidly 
fall  in  price.

Wholesalers  and  Retailers. 

Sir,—  Those  who  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  Mr.  Hill's 
address  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  must 
feel  grateful  to  him  for  putting  his  finger  upon  one  of  the 
chief  sources  of  weakness  in  pharmacy.  The  lack  of  co- 
operation between  the  wholesale  and  retail  sections  is 
deplorable,  but  it  could  also  be  matched  by  the  lack  of 
co-operation  between  the  retail  section  and  the  public  ser- 
vices. The  lack  of  status  to  the  practising  pharmacist  in 
the  Army  Medical  Service  is  only  a  consequent  of  the  lack 
of  attention  to  the  public  services  in  the  past.  The  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  a  possible  source  of  co- 
ordinating energy  must  be  largely  discounted.  Many  of  it; 
sincerest  friends  are  only  too  conscious  of  its  limitations 
and  lack  of  vision.  Mr.  Hill's  suggestion  for  a  composite 
body  is  an  excellent  one,  and  this  idea  is  no  new  one  to 
him,  as  those  who  heard  him  in  his  address  to  the  North 
London  Association  are1  aware.  Recently  the  Progressive 
Pharmacy  Club  decided  to  tackle  this  question,  and  issue 
to  its  members  all  the  evidence  for  and  against  the  co- 
ordinating idea  of  all  pharmaceutical  segments.  I  think  I 
can  thank  you,  on  behalf  of  many  members  of  the  forward 
movement,  for  the  suggestion  that  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference  might  take  the  initiative,  and  I  would 
suggest  that  another  Committee  be  set. up,  oalled  the  Political 
Committee,  which  could  get  to  work  at  once,  unhampered 
by  officialism,  and  invite  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  appoint  two  members:  the  others  would  be 
selected  from'the  various  interests  affected.

The  Price  of  Sulphate  of  Copper. 

gIE  —Mr.  Good*  has  misunderstood  my  idea  in  contribut- 
ing to  this  question.  I  assure  him  it  was  not  my  intention 
to°prejudice  his  present  or  future  claims  to  what  he  con- 
siders to  be  a  fair  profit.  I  pointed  out  that,  as  compared 
with  retailers  of  this  article  in  co.  Tyrone,  he  is  in  "  clover." 
After  all,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  so,  20  per  cent.,  or 
nearly,  is  a  fair  remuneration  for  distributing  an  article 
that  'is  sold  in  such  large  quantities  as  tens  of  thousands 
of  pounds'  worth  by  chemists  in  England  and  Scotland 
(Pharmaceutical  Society's  meeting.  C.  &  ~D.  report,  July  7. 
p.  45),  but  then  everything  in  this  world  is  relative,  and 
this  is  only  my  opinion.  I  take  a  personal  interest  in 
copper  sulphate  as  a  preventive  of  potato-blight.  Twenty- 
five  years  ago  my  father,  with  the  help  of  Sir  VVm. 
Goulding  P  C.,  in  order  to  demonstrate  its  utility  in  that 
direction,  distributed  it  free  of  all  charge  and  supplied  the 
sprayers  too  to  all  who  cared  to  try  it.  So  soon  as  the  de- 
mand started  the  grocers  all  commenced  to  meet  it  and 
from  that  on,  with  the  exception  of  this  year,  I  have  been 
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compelled  to  sell  at  from  3  to  5  per  cent,  profit  or  lose 
the  business.  With  reference  to  the  latter  part  of  Mr. 
Goode's  letter  I  can  only  say  that  it  would  grieve  me  very 
much  to  think  my  letter  on  this  matter  would  or  could,  be 
used  by  an  official  body  to  prejudice  the  legitimate  claims  of 
his  English  brethren  for  proper  remuneration  for  profes- 
sional services  rendered  to  the  State.  But  then  they  have 
their  unions,  and  this  matter  is  in  their  own  hands,  at  least 
as  far  as  National  Health  Insurance  is  concerned.

Place  (79/60)  writes  that  on  Friday  last  a  friend 
of  his  purchased  from  a  chemist  in  the  West-end  of  London 
Epsom  salts  2  oz.,  cream  of  tartar  1  oz.,  and'sulphur  1  oz., 
for  which  she  paid  Is.  5d.  Another  chemist,  who  holds  the 
appointment  of  Chemist  to  the  King,  charges  5£tZ.  Can 
one  really  wonder  why  so  many  people  prefer  dealing  with 
the  stores  ? 

Ropiness  in  Bread. 
Cactus  (23/85)  writes:  "I  am  not  sure  that  I  agree 
with  the  explanation  offered  by  Mr.  Watkins  as  to  the 
cause  of  ropy  bread,  for  if  the  ropiness  be  due  to  a  bacillus 
that  lurks  in  the  bran-coats,  why  is  it  that  I,  who  have 
eaten  bran-bread,  whole-meal  bread,  etc.,  for  twenty  years, 
have  never  seen  a  'ropy'  loaf?  My  theory  is  that 
'  ropiness  '  is  due  to  too  large  a  percentage  of  proteid 
matter  in  the  bread,  this  being  obtained  by  adding  the 
meal  of  leguminous  cereals,  such  as  beans  or  peas.  Such 
a  mixture  would  form  ideal  feeding-material  for  bacilli, 
and  the  fact  that  the  diluted  flour  varies  in  composition 
seems  sufficient  to  account  for  the  unequal  distribution  of 
the  '  disease.'  " 


Legal  Queries. 

Most  difficulties  in  trade  law  are  explained  in  the  legal  section 
of  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,"  1917,  beginning  on 
page  3S3. 


H.  C.  (81/37). — The  licensing  regulations  regarding,  the 
sale  of  spirit  have  not  been  relaxed  in  any  way  by  the 
release  of  certain  spirits  for  use  in  perfumery. 

Taraxacum  (76/56). — Conditional  exemption  having  been 
given  you  because  you  are  considered  indispensable,  it  is 
not  certain  that  you  would  obtain  exemption  if  you  trans- 
ferred your  services  elsewhere. 

67.  W.  S.  (54/53). — (1)  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  know 

whether  the  title  "  Dr.  C  's  Skin  Ointment  "  infringes 

any  other  person's  rights.  (2)  The  use  of  the  word  "  agents  " 
on  the  label  of  the  preparation  which  you  make  yourself 
may  make  it  necessary  for  you  to  register  under  the  Regis- 
tration of  Business  Names  Act,  as  you  appear  to  be  trading 
as  "  Dr.  C  ." 

F.  A.  N.  (80/72),  who  is  classified  Bl,  is  the  manager  of 
a  business,  and  has  been  granted  by  a  Tribunal  exemption 
from  military  service  until  a  suitable  substitute  for  him 
is  provided.  He  will  be  leaving  his  present  situation  when 
the  daughter  of  the  late  owner  of  the  business  has  qualified. 
Will  he  then  be  entitled  to  secure  another  post  of  a  similar 
character  and  lodge  a  fresh  application  for  exemption? 
[Unless  the  exemption  granted  to  "  F.  A.  N."  was  declared 
to  be  final  we  believe  that  he  is  entitled  to  obtain  other 
employment  before  he  is  called  up,  and  to  make  another 
application  to  the  same  Tribunal  for  exemption.  We  think, 
however,  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  further  exemption 
being  granted.]  ♦ 

Staffs  (76/50).— A  box  of  goods  was  conveyed  to  "  Staffs" 
by  a  railway  company  "  at  company's  risk."  Upon  delivery, 
goods  to  the  value  of  2s.  2d.  were  missing.  The  company 
repudiates  liability  on  the  ground  that  the  box  showed  no 
external  signs  of  having  been  tampered  with.  In  another 
case  a  box  of  bottles  was  conveyed  to  "Staffs"  by  the  rail- 
way company  "  at  owner's  risk."  Bottles  to  the  value  of 
4s.  3d.  were  found  to  be  broken  upon  arrival.  Do  we  advise 
"Staffs"  to  sue  the  company  in  either  or  both  cases? 
[We  do  not  advise  "Staffs"  to  sue  the  company  in  the 
first  case  unless  he  can  prove  that  the  full  quantity  of  goods 
was  in  the  box  when  it  was  handed  to  the  company,  01- 
in  the  second  case  unless  he  can  prove  that  the  breakages 
resulted  from  wilful  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  company's 
servants.] 

E.  C.  (80/45).— Can  an  employer  be  sued  for  breach  of 
contract  if  he  fails  to  provide  his  assistant  with  sufficient 
food?  Could  the  assistant  in  such  a  case  sue  his  employer 
to  recover  the  amount  he  (the  assistant)  has  had  to  spend 
in  procuring  food  ?  [If  the  employer  contracted  to  provide 
his  assistant  with  food  and  failed  to  supply  a  reasonable 
quantity,  he  would,  we  presume,  be  liable  in  damages  for 
breach  of  contract.  The  measure  of  damages  in  such  a 
case  would,  no  doubt,  be  the  expense  to  which  the  assistant 
was  put  in  obtaining  food  in  order  to  increase  his  em- 
ployer's allowance  to  an  adequate  quantity.  We  should, 
however,  have  great  hesitation  in  advising  an  assistant  to 
sue  his  employer  in  such  circumstances,  since  the  question 
what  is  a  reasonable  quantitv  of  food  is  one  which  is 
capable  of  great  .divergence  of  opinion.  Unless  the  in- 
sufficiency of  food  was  particularly  apparent  our  advice 
to  the  assistant  would  be  to  leave  his  employer  rather  than 
risk  an  unsuccessful  action  against  him.] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us  as  to 
their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for  and  how. 
We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary 
articles  nor  to  publish  supposed  formulas  for  them. 


G.  H.  (81/6).— Preserving  Peas.— We  know  of  no  sub- 
stitute for  copper  sulphate  as  a  mordant  for  fixing  the 
green  colour  of  peas.  The  only  purpose  of  the  copper  salt 
is  to  preserve  the  green  colour  of  young  peas  but  peas  are 
often  canned  without  the  use  of  this  mordant.  We  are 
told  that  by  careful  selection  of  the  'peas — picking  at  the 
right  time — and  correct  "processing,"  the  colour  obtained 
without  copper  is  not  much  inferior.  Sometimes  alum- 
water  is  used  for  dipping  the  peas  in  after  "  blanching," 
but  this  is  intended  to  harden  the  peas,  and  has  nothing 
to  do  with  fixing  the  colour. 

J.  PL.  (71/34). — Preparation  of  Chemicals.— There  are  not, 
so  far  as  we  are  aware,  readily  accessible  published  details 
of  the  commercial  processes  used  for  making  acetic 
anhydride,  dimethyl  sulphate,  and  diethyl  sulphate. 
You  will  require  to  search  chemical  literature  to 
learn  what  processes  have  been  suggested,  and 
then  work  experimentally  to  see  which  is  best  suited 
for  your  purpose.  For  the  manufacture  of  acetic 
anhydride,  for  example,  you  should  read  the  patent-specifi- 
cations :  Kessler's  French  patent  315938 ;  Goldschmidt's 
English  patent  25433  of  1908,  and  the  Act.-Ges.  fur  Anilin- 
fabrikation's  English  patent  23924  of  1910.  In  the  case  of 
dimethyl  and  diethyl  sulphate  the  references  given  in 
Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry  "  will  serve  as 
a_  beginning,  and  you  could  then  search  the  abstracts  pub- 
lished by  the  Chemical  Society  and  the  American  Chemical 
Society. 

/.  H.  B.  (81/4). — The  sugar-substitutes  to  which  you  refer 
are  invert  sugar,  and  are  identical  with  honey,  except  that 
they  do  not  possess  the  same  flavour.  Invert  sugar  is 
generally  made  by  heating  sucrose  solution  with  a  small 
quantity  of  acid,  and  afterwards  neutralising  the  acid  with 
soda. 

Irish  (76/8). — There  is  no  doubt  that  the  sheep  died 
from  a  disease  of  an  anthracoid  nature,  which  may  have 
been  developed  by  the  change  of  pasture.  The  veterinary 
surgeon's  verdict  can  hardly  be  disputed,  as  it  was  founded 
on  microscopical  examination.  There  are  many  poisonous 
plants  which  have  been  known  to  affect  animals  eating 
them.-  The  Umbelliferoe  are  met  with  chiefly  in  low-lying, 
marshy  ground.  As  a  rule  there  is  no  time  for  treatment 
when  animals  are  suffering  from  poisonous  herbage,  but 
to  those  which  are  suspected  of  having  eaten  unwholesome 
plants  can  be  administered  a  drench  consisting  of  potassium 
permanganate  and  alum  of  each  10  gr.  in  water  2  pints. 

J.  W.  (72/27).— Harmlessness  of  Glucose.— Since  sugar 
has  to  be  converted  into  glucose  before  it  can  be  employed 
in  the  human  body,  you  can  assume  that  glucose  is  perfectly 
harmless,  and  also  that  its  use  in  jams  is  wholesome. 

— The  following  two 
recipes  are  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  :

P.  <£•  Co.  (81/15).— Oil  of  St.  John's  Wort  is  made  by 
infusing  flowers  of  St.  John's  wort  (Hypericum  perforatum) 
4  oz.  in  olive  oil  2  lb.  until  well  coloured,  and  then 
straining. 

M.  B.  W.  (81/17). — Sal  Soda  is  common  sodium  carbonate. 

J.  A.  (11/28). — We  understand  that  pressed  yeast  can  only 
be  made  successfully  from  distillery  yeast,  of  which  there 
is  at  present  a  great  scarcity.  The  yeast  is  washed  and 
pressed  in  bulk  first,  then  into  cakes. 


M.  <£•  Co.  (76/13). — Copying-graph  without  glycerin.- — We 
have  no  formula  for  this,  but  see  suggestions  made  at 
various  times — c.j/.,  April  28,  p.  50. 

T.  W.  (79/61)  .-Books  on  Optics.— See  C.  &  D.,  July  14, 
p.  52. 

H.  E.  B.  (59/74). — We  do  not  know  a  wound-dressing  with 
the  name  "  Sinclair's  paste."  There  is  Professor  Ruther- 
ford Morison's  paste — "  Bipp;" — composed  of  bismuth, 
iodoform,  and  paraffin.  It  may  possibly  be  a  misnomer  for 
Dr.  Sinclair  Kirk's  first-aid  dressing  with  urea,  about  which 
there  was  a  note  in  the  C.  &  D.,  December  11,  1915,  p.  53. 

Contralto  (69/56). — Book  on  Organic  Analysis. — The  only 
book  which  we  know  of  covering  the  various  organic 
analyses  to  which  you  refer  is  Allen's  "Commercial  Organic 
Analysis,"  which  is  published  by  J.  &  A.  Churchill  in  eight 
volumes,  at  21s.  each.  The  processes  given  are  both  quali- 
tative and  quantitative.  Vol.  I.  contains  the  information 
you  want  on  gums,  starches,  and  sugars;  alkaloids  are 
dealt  with  in  Vols.  VI.  and  VII. 

E.  L.  (52/50). — Preserving  Skin-covered  Canoe. — We 
cannot  suggest  any  better  treatment  than  the  application 
of  solution  of  hydrarg.  perchlor.  in  spirit,  unless  it  be  the 
use  of  arsenical  soap,  as  employed  by  taxidermists.  The 
formula  is  as  follows : 

Powdered  camphor 

White  arsenic   

Slaked  lime   

Sodium  carbonate 

Soft  soap   

Water  ...    a  sufficiency  to  make  a  stiff  paste 

Jump  (49/22).— (1)  Sodium-salicylate  Solution  is  made 
by  dissolving  salicylic  acid  414  gr.  and  sodium  bicar- 
bonate 256  gr.  in  sufficient  water  to  make  6  oz.  This  forms 
a  10  gr.  in  3j.  solution.  The  way  the  solution  is  worked 
out  is  shown  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  21,  1915,  p.  60.  (2)  Sun- 
bronze  is  managed,  we  believe,  with  such  substances  as 
logwood  extract,  caramel,  and  burnt  umber,  but  we  have 
no  definite  formula  in  our  collection. 

(7.  P.  (49/40).— (1)  Polishing  Marble  is  a  long  and 
tedious  operation,  which  we  do  not  advise  you  to  under- 
take.

C.  D.  B.  (47/18).— Soap  for  Woollen  Gloves.— What  is 
wanted  is  an  olive-oil  soap  made  with  either  potash  or 
soda.  Some  authorities  contend  that  potash  soaps  are  best 
for  'woollen  goods,  but  all  are  agreed  that  it  should  be  a 
neutral  soap  and  one  quite  free  from  rosin.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  July  15.  1867. 


Extract  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  United  Society 
of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

The  relation  in  which  the  Executive  of  the  United  Society 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  stood  to  each  other  during 
the  three  months  which  preceded  the  Manchester  meeting 
was  a  deadlock.  The  Executive  had,  in  October  last,  ex- 
hausted all  overtures  for  co-operation  with  the  Council, 
and  the  Council  had  exhausted  all  their  diplomacy  in  telling 
the  Executive,  without  rudeness,  that  they  would  neither 
recognise  the  United  Society  nor  its  Executive  as  a  repre- 
sentative body.  Thus  the  union  of  the  trade  became  an 
impossibility  between  Council  and  Executive.  In  such  a 
juncture,  it  was  most  fortunate  that  the  policy  of  the 
United  Society'  welded  by  six  years  of  agitation  into  a 
simple  formula,  "  Incorporation — with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  if  possible,  but — Incorporation," 
had  so  thoroughly  fastened  itself  upon  the  memory,  and 
become  the  creed,  the  cry,  and  the  determination  of  the 
unincorporated  trade,  that  not  a  party  was  to  be  seen 
nor  a  voice  to  be  heard  against  it.  That  creed,  that  cry, 
that  determination  was  the  foregone  conclusion  of  the 
verdict  pronounced  by  the  Manchester  meeting—"  That  the 
discussion  and  arrangement  of  terms  for  a  union  of  the 
trade  should  be  no  longer  obstructed ;  and  that  if  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  would  not  listen  to  the  reasonable 
proposals  of  that  meeting,  the  trade  would  then  strengthen 
the  United  Society  for  independent  action."
